Dialogue and difference 


A CONFIDENT summing-up would be somewhat premature al this 
erly slage. But it pein close that the visit by President Francois (χες 
Mitterrand to Israel, the first ever by a French head of state, hasbeen MUBARAK... 
a distinet success, It has vindicated the initial modest expectation for IT'S 

a renewal of the friendly dialogue between the two Mediterranean On THe 
countries. 

What the visit does not augur is the resumption of the one-time vir- 
tual alliunce between France und Israel, first promoted and then 
scrupped by Charles de Gaulle, But it does promise an end τὰ the 
cool indifference — and sometimes blatant hostility — that charac- 
terized the French attitude to israei since 1967. The prospect now ap- 
pears to be for fruitful cooperation in an atmosphere of mutual 
respect, even if without much hope of full agreement on some of the 
outstanding issues of the Middle Eastern region. 

M. Mitterrand, a8 French officials have kept repeating during the 
president's siny in Jerusalem, did not come here in the role of 
salesman, Nevertheless he did bring along a number of his cabinet 
ministers, including Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson, who gol 
down to brass tacks with their Israeli opposite numbers to lay the 
groundwork for ἃ fresh takeoff on bilateral ties, The best news in this 
regurd is that the France-Israel Joint Conmmission, whose aim is to 
Mesh out relations between the (wo countries in various practical 
ficlds, and which has been idle For a decade, will meet again in the 
spring... 

To Franve's mind, M. Mitterrand confided in the Knesset —as he 
had earlier told Mr. Begin — pence in the area culls for mutual 
recognition of rights lo national homeland and national identity, This 
means a state forthe Palestinians: although it does not mean that the 
PLO could take a seat at the negotiating table so long us it denies 
Israel's right to stutehood. 

This French view drew from Mr, Begin, in his Knesset reply to M. 
Mitterrand, the sort of rebuttal reserved for such occasions — that 
Judea, Sumaria and Gaza ure within the national patrimony of in- 
divisible Eretz Yisruel, and that a PLO state would be a mortal 
anger to Esracl's very existence. 

(nthe private luk Μ. Mitlercand is ulso suid to have expressed the 
opinion thal, because of Palestinian opposition, the autonomy 
scheme wus doomed — it was a “non-starier politically.” Atthough 
the president did not repeat this assessment in the Knesset, the 
premier iluded to it in a public defenve of the autonumy. The 
nietstre of self-government it would grant the Palestinians, be 
chimed, was without precedent, 

But obviously the question was: if the Palestinians in Judea, 
Sumaris and Gueu are deemed to he entilled to an autonomy— da. 
they nat also qualify as a cational community competent to deren 
under which sovereignty it wishes to live, or at least under which it 
does not wish τὸ five? 

When the inuer logic of the autonony is combined with the touul 
rejectian of the “Jorduniun option,” the outcome is a Palestinian 
Slate, For not even so friendly ἃ government ns Francois Mitterrand's 
will endorse permunent rule by Israel over ull of Judea, Samaria and 
Gua. 

This French stand, Mr, Begin warned yesterduy, casts ἃ pall aver 
Israel's relations with France. But that, apparently, is pard of the 
price that must be paid for Mr. Begin's own ostrich-like Palestinian 
policy.

Fears and facts 


THEREIS FEAR in Washington that Israel might seize on the PLO's 
continuing arms buildup in Suuthern Lebanon as ἢ casus belli 

_iustifying a pre-emptive strike across the border lo crush the 
terrorists, even without # specific provuculidn on thet part. To ward 
aff that dunger, some ULS. officials have taken to denying that there 
hus heen any significant accretion of military strength by the PLO in 
the eight months since the conclusion of the ceuse-fire. 


Lust Friday, State Department spokesman Dean Fischer ussured 
reporters {hut (he U.S. was opposed to an arms buildup in Southern 
Lebanon. But was such an arms buildup taking place, or was it not? 


Mr. Fischer could not in good conscience flatly assert that it was 
nol. The Secretary of State, Alexander Haig, had himself confirmed 
reports that the PLO had received shipments of Soviet rockets and 
urtillery pieces. What Mr. Fischer therefore did was to deny 
knowledge that there had been “any major infusion of urms from any 
source (in Southern Lebanon) since last July that could be construed 
us significuntly altering the balance of forces.” It was αὶ neat but noi a 
very convincing formulation. 


This Tuesday, testifying before the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, Mr, Haig himself corrected in some measure the impression 
his spokesman hud sought to create. The secretury of state 
acknowledged that the PLO had lately ucquired fresh urtillery picces, 
rockets and even tanks (although he culled the latter “antiquated"). 


tn Tel Aviv the same day the chief of army intelligence, Aluf 
Yehoshua Suguy, presented a rather more complete account of the 
increuse in the PLO's war-making potential. The terrorists, he repor- 
led, now had more than twice as many cannon as before the cease- 
fire, and SO per cent more tanks. They also absorbed a Libyan army 
battalion equipped with Sam-9 anti-aircraft missiles. 


What do these fucts meun? They do nol, to be sure, mean that the 
PLO's buildup hus had a crucial effect in regional terms. Israel doubt- 
less retuins ifs ubility to deul the terrorists telling blows whenever the 
nevessily urises, But the arsenal of lethal weaponry accumulated by 
the PLO since lust summer plainly makes it more, not less, likely that 
itlucks on settlements in northern Israel will sooner or lates, be 
resummed, so that (he necessity will again urise, in even more‘acute 
form than before. :

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Sinai diehards dig 
in as resistance 
movement falters

YAMIT. — The struggle being 
waged by the Stop the Withdrawal 
in Sinai Movement against evacua- 
tion of thal territory appears to be 
cunning out of steam. I is generally 
believed by many local residents 
here that if the authorities play a 
waiting game they will soon see the 
number of active opponents of 
withdrawal dwindle to about 200 

dichards. 


This is being Fett by loculs as they 
watch movement members and [DF 
Personnel go through what have 
quickly become routine motions — 
the army evicts, und some settlers 
return, but with ever diminishing 
enthusiasm. 

However, the situation in this 
seaside town of Yamit seems to dely 
that belief as more than 1,500 move- 
ment activists dig in and turn Yamit 
into a fortified camp. 

The leaders of the movement 
here are Benny Katzover, a Gush

Emunim activist from the West 
Bank settlement of Eilon Moreh; 
Avi Farhan, a spokesman for the 
Yamit residents’ committee; and 
Jerusalem student leader Tzahi 
Hanegbi, 

On Wednesday of last week, work - 
went on quietly in dismantling 
buildings and installations in Talmei 
Yosef and Neot Sinai, Some squat- 
\trs were evicted from the farm set- 
Uement of Talmei Yosef a second 
time: they had returned there after 
being made to leave previously. 


A huge crane blocked the road to 
Talmei Yosef near the army road- 
block, iis tires blown out by anti- 
withdrawal activists, The crane was 
on its way to the village to load 
parts of dismantled structures onto 
whiting trucks, 

On Thursday, a soldier was slight- 
ly injured and a woman activist 
from the anti-withdrawal movement 
suffered a broken arm, when the 
army evicted 50 squattera from Hat- 
zur Adar for the second time. 

The 50. activists included MK . 


Geula Cohen, Yamit Rabbi Yisrael 
Asiel and Avi Farhan. 

They brought with them apricot 
saplings, which they planted near 
the settlement. They also worked on 
renovating the huts, prayed und 
studied the Tora. 

The eviction operation, which 
took some 90 minutes, was tough, 
due to the resistance of the squat- 
ters. In most cases four or five 
soldiers were needed to remove 
each demonstrator. 

After the eviction wus completed, 
30 demonstrators, uboul halt of 
them girls, were arrested und tuken 
to the Aslikelon lockup. 

The girls arrested ufter the evic- 
tions were luter releused. The 38 
male prisoners in the Ashkelon 
lockup refused an offer to be 
released oon eandition they sign 
undertukings not τὸ return to the 
Yamit area. They have started a 
hunger-strike (o protest the fact 
they are being held for 96 hours un- 
der a regulation intended for enemy’ 
agents. 


{n another development, a pro- 
Israel] Evangelical Christian group 
issued 8 statement opposing the 
withdrawal. The Beth-Shalom 
Society for Bible Study in Israel, 
claiming to represent 250,000 Chris- 
tian friends of Israe] all over the 
world, said thet Sinai was holy 
ground foy Israel “because it was 
there thal boa revealed Himseif to 
His people.” 

As Yamit prepared for a confron- 
tation with soldiers who will come 
to evict settlers, Benny Katzover was 
appointed “military commander" of 
the town, with Avi Farhan as 
“operations officer.” Farhan’s liv- 
ing room has been turned into an 
“operations centre," complete with 
maps, charts, lists and other equip- 
ment. 

University and yeshiva students 
have begun building sandbag for- 
tificationa on the roofs of the town's 
houses, ringing them with barbed 
wire and stacking building blocks 
on the roofs to use as missiles 
against soldiers coming to evict 
them. 

Communal kitchens have been 
set up in the local yeshiva to feed 
the new volunteers arriving by the 
hundreds. 

Dozens of 15- and 16-year-old 
pupils from Bnei Akiva yeshivot 
are chenging street signs and 
altering the numbers of houses to 
confuse the soldiers when they 
come to evict movement members, 

Many local tradesmen and 
farmers are expected to join forces 
with the anti-withdrawal activists if 
their compensation cheques don't 
arrive 58 scheduled, or if the 
amounts are smaller than promised,

Sharon’s firm stand on W. Bank

The West Bank became a focus 
of political conflict last week as the 
Jordanian government warned the 
population to withdraw from 
**Israecli-sponsored civic 
organizations’ and threatened them 
with treason proceedings and the 
death ponalty if they did not comp- 
ly. 

In response, Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon issued a blunt warning 
that if Amman-sponsored efforts 
were made to implement the threat 
against the village leagues — self- 
help groups set up to provide a 
variety of facilities for rural com- 
munities — Israel would treat 
Jordan the way il treats the terrorist 
organizations, 

Sharon also last week outlawed 
the National Guidance Committee, 
the unofficial coordination body of 
pro-PLO forces in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Only days after Sharon's warning 
on the village leagues, shots were 
fired at the home of a league leader 
in the Ramallah district. 

Three people were detained 
later in connection with the

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the Saudis had threatened to cul off 
Support to the Hashemite throne 
unless Amman helped the PLO 
counter the leagues, which are 
acknowledged to be a serious threat 
to the PLO's role in the area. 

In the meantime there has been 
continued student unrest on the 
West Bank, with a number of in- 
stances of soldiers being stoned. 

A tourist bus carrying American 
and Canadian pilgrims was stoned 
near Beit Horon. Two of ihe pas- 
sengers were slightly injured and 
were treated at Hadassah Univer- 
sity Hospital in Jerusalem, 


Sharon's order outlawing the 
National Guidance Committee was 
explained by well-informed sources 
as both an act of encouragement for 
the Isracti-spongored village leagues 
and a signal to Amman. Sharon won 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin's 
approval for a suggestion that has 
been considered in the Defence 
Ministry since June 1980. 

Jt is also seen by some observers 
as the first step towards removing 
from office those mayors associated 
with the committee who have 
boycotted the civil administration

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak has again sought to allay 
whatever suspicions there may be in 
Israel about his country’s intentions 
‘afer Sinai is returned next month, 
noting that such suspicions “have 
no basis in fact.” 

Speaking to Dan Pattir, Minister 
Menachem Begin's former press 
spokesman, Mubarak appeared es- 
pecially irked by fears in Israel con- 
cerning his raprochment with the 
Arab world. 

“You are a very strange people,” 
Mubarak said. “You want us to 
have peace with you and to have no 
relations with anybody else? We are 
part of the Arab world, and for 
hundreds of years we've had good 
relations with it. There is no conflict 
between the peacc process and our 
relations with the Arabs,” 

Meanwhile, with the question of 
precise border delineation still un- 
settled, Mubarak last week raised 
the possibility of making one dis- 
puted location — Taba, south of 
Eilat — neutral territory, 

Mubarak said Egypt would not 
take “even one metre of Palestinian 
land or give up one metre of Egyp- 

tian territory.” 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali last week joined 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon ina 
survey of another place involved in 
a border marking row, the northern 
Sinai town of Rafah that is to be 
split down the middle by the new 
Egyptian-Israeli border. ᾿ 

Ali said afterwards that a solution 
had been found. There will be two 
borders at Rafah, One will be a fence 
running through town along the ex- 
act demarcation line, witha number 
of gates through which registered 
inhabitants of Rafah will have two- 
way access freely. 

The other border — to satisfy 
Israeli security needs — will be an 
electrified fence and a patrol road 
outside the town. This would allow 
Israe! to prevent terrorist infiltra- 
tion and smuggling. 

On the normalization-of-relations 
front, an agreement on exchanges 
of youth group visits between Israel 
and Egypt was signed in Cairo last 
week, 

It was also announced last week 
that two Egyptian groups, the Arab 
Orchestra and National Choir

isolated phenomenon. Christian 
missionary groups, particularly in 
the Chicago area, were increasing 
their activity among Soviet Jewish 
emigres. 

In addition to Meerson's church, 
other groups active in the conver- 
sion of Soviet Jewish emigres, 
reported Levkov, include several 
education and social institutions in 
the New York area. Three of them 
provide summer camp facilities to 
which children of Soviet emigrants 
are sent: the St. George Pathfinders, 
for example, has camps in the states 
of New York, Washington and 
California where children are 
taught the tenets of the Russian 
Orthodox Church, 

Six of the Jewish children who at- 
tended camp were former stu- 
dents of the St. Georgious School in 
Manhattan, which Levkov 
described as the second most im- 
portant centre for conversion of 
Soviet Jewish emigrants after the 
Manhattan Christ Saviour 
Orthodox Church, 

The school includes 70 students, 
of which about $0 are recently ar- 
rived Jewish emigrants. ,. 


‘The only option 
to all-out war’

Hammering away at the need for 
Israel to withdraw immediately 
fram the West Bank and Guza, 
Hebrew University Professor 
Yeshnyahu Leibowitz Isst week 
launched his new book, Enmaah, 
Historia Ve'Arachim (Faith, History 
and Values), published by the 
Akademon press. 

Speaking at a press conference in 
Jerusalem's Beit Agron, Leibowitz 
castigated the “false messinnism" of 
Gush Emunim and the govern- 
ment's “expansionist policies," and 
said that continued occupation of 
the Arab-populated territories 
“threatens the continued existence 
and continued Jewishness of the 
Jewish state." 

“What sort of Jewish state is it in 
which work on air-raid shelters for 
Jews in Kiryat Shmona stops when 
Druse on the Golan go on strike? 
What sort of Jewish state is it when 
surgeons stop all operations in 
Hadassah Hospital on Moslem holi- 
days because cleaning and service 
staff are at home?” he asked referr- 
ing to the dependence on non- 
Jewish labour for much of the 
country’s manual work, 

The 255-page volume contains 
some three dozen essays on life in 
Israel, religion, Jewish philosophy 
and Middle East politics. 

The 79-year-old professor of the 
philosophy of science and former 
editor of the £ncyclopedia Hebraica 
said that the only hope is that a 
“coerced arrangement,” forced by 
the Big Powers, will lead to Israel's 
evacuation of the territories. 

“The only solution to the Middle 
East conflict lies,in the division of 
the land between the two peoples 
which claim it. Such a solution will 
be iNogical and unjust — as both 
claim the whole of it — but it is the 
only alternative to a war unto the 
death between Israel and the whole 
Moslem world," said Leibowitz.

Thousands mourn Rabbi Kook, 
spiritual Zionist-leader

.Thousands of his students recited 
the Kaddish — sobbing while 
Standing in the rain — for Rabbi Zvi 
Yehuda Kook, the ‘spiritual mentor 


of Yeshivat Mercaz Harav and. 


Gush Emunim, who died childless 
a the age of 91 In Jerusalem last 
week. 

“He left behind tens of thousands 
of pupils, who are his sons. To 
whom will we turn for counsel? To 
whom will we pour our hearts?" 
mourned Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi 
Shlomo Goren in a Spontaneous, 
sing-song chant, his voice heavy 
with tears. “He believed in the 
purity of the complete Eretz 
Yisrael." 

Goren, speaking at the modern 
Mercaz Harav complex in the 
Kiryat Moshe quarter, where 
mourners gathered before 
proceeding to the Mount of Olives 
for the burial, noted that the 
deceased's futher, Israel's first chief 
rabbi, Avraham Yitzhak Hakohen 
Kook, “dreamed and foresaw, white 
his son Zvi Yehuda drought his 
dreams to fruition — ,.. his Struggle 
will continue until we achieve a 
whole Erctz Yisrael." 


Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia’ 


Yosef expressed the hope that while 
there is no recompense for n wise 
man who dies, “imay his students 
continue to grow in number and fol- 
low in his path." 


After Psalms were recited, one 
rabbi said: “We are all his sons. 
Whoever wishes to may recite Kad- 
dish,” since Rabbi Kook had no 
children. 

The yeshiva was packed by 
mourners, and more than 1,000 
more — mostly men in their 20s and 
early 30s and wearing knitted skull- 
Caps, and young women — filled 
Rehov Ben-Dor outside. Many 
cried openly, 

The funeral procession caused 
heavy traffic jams as it proceeded 
towards the Mount of Ofives. 


More than 100 police maintained 
order during the procession.

Rabbi Kook was aman of a deep, 
mystical faith in the redemption, in 
Our time, of the Land of Israel and 
of the Jewish people. Moreover, he 
“Was un outstanding educator who 
brought up a whole generation of 
Jewish scholars and provided the in- 
spiration for Israel's brave knitted- 
kippa soldiers, 

Rabbi Zvi Yehuda was born in 
Zimel, in the Kovno' region of 
Lithuania, the only son of the great 
Rabbi Abraham Isaac Kook, who 
settled in Eretz Yisrael in 1904, 
Rabbi Abraham fsaac Kook, who 
antagonized some members of the 
old Yishuv's rabbinical establish- 
ment by his total identification with 
Zionism, became the chief rabbi of 
Jerusalem after World War I, With 
the formation of the chief rabbinate 
in 1921, he was elected as the first 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi of Palestine, 

Rabbi Zvi Yehuda was bar mitzva 
soon after arriving here with his 
father in 1904. The boy studied first 
at Jerusalem's Etz Chaim Yeshiva, 
but later joined his father in 
teaching and in the’ administration 
of Yeshivat Merkaz Harav, which 
eventually became one of the most 
important centres of religious 
studies. 

Rabbi Zvi Yehuda shared his 
father's enthusiasm for Zion and the 
deep faith in the imminent redemp- 
tion of Israel. An integral part of 
their belief was the impossibility of 
dividing the Land of Israel and the 
people of Isract; thus the redemp- 
tion of the land is as important as 
the redemption of the people. Rab- 
bi Zvi Yehuda became the head of 
Merkaz Harav Yeshiva on the death 
of his father in 1935, 

During the War of Independence, 
Rabbi Zvi Yehuda urged his fol- 
lowers to fight. Many of them did 
and many did not survive. 
Throughout the years, he educated 
ἃ completely new generation of 
religious youth, fighters who were 
ready to live up to his ideals. 

On the eve of Independence Day, 
1967, Rabbi Zvi Yehuda praised 
Israel, in the words of the 


Edward Joseph, surgeon 


Edward Gordon Joseph, the 
veteran Hadassah surgeon and a 
hero of Israel's War of 
Independence, has died in 
Jerusalem at 88. 

Joseph was born in Wellington, 
New Zealand, on September 20, 
1894. During World War [he served 
with New Zealand Mounted Rifles 
until he was wounded at Gallipoli. 
He took a degree in medicine from 
the University of Edinburgh and 
Continued his postgraduate studies 
in London and Minnesota. He ar- 
rived here in 1928 after Practising 
five years in New Zealand. 

Joseph was one of the first sur- 
geons {o perform operations in 
Hadassah’s young 20-bed hospital. 
With the assistance of only one doc- 
tor, he did everything from brain, 
Surgery to orthopedics, 

In the summer of 1929, Joseph at- 
tended to the Jewish victims of the 
[929 Arab pogrom in Hebron. On 
April 13, 1948, while riding with the 
ill-fated Hadassah and Hebrew 
University convoy that was am- 
bushed in the Sheikh Jarrah quarter 
on the way to Mt. Scopus, Joseph 
miraculously escaped harm. 
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After the Hadasseh Hospital on 
Mt. Scopus was cut off from Jewish 
Jerusalem, Joseph reorganized the 
hospital's services in downtown 
Jerusalem under most primitive 
conditions. During the siege of 
Jerusalem, Joseph and his fellow 
Surgeons averaged 22: operations a 
day for several months, 

Joseph headed Hadassah’s sur- 
gical department from 1930 and 
became a professor at the Hebrew 
University=Hadassgh Medical 
School in 1952. He retired in 1960 
after 32 years of continuous service, 

He settled at Beit Yanai, becom- 
ing a skilled golter at the Caesarea 
Golf Club. He also continued to 
submit papers to medical journals 
and is known as an innovator of sur- 
gical techniques for the treatment 
of cancer of the bladder and 
prostate. 

Joseph was named a Worthy of 
Jerusaicm in 1979, He is survived by 
his_wife, Louise, and children, 
Naomi, Ruth and Yohanan, and 
grandchildren. 

He donated his body for the ad- 
vancement of science,

Psalmist as a manifestation of 
God's glorious handiwork. His 
praise, however, was tempered bya 
bitter comment on those who 
resigned themselves to a divided 
and truncated country. “Israel and 
the Land of Israel were one,” he al- 
leged. A month later, after the Six 
Day War had united the country, 
his words were regarded as a divine. 
ly inspired prophecy. 

The military victory revived in- 
terest in Mercaz Harav Yeshiva and 
prompted the feligious youth move- 
ment to promote settlement beyond 
the 1967 borders. Rabbi Kook, 
author of numerous studies and 
treatises on topical events 
reinterpreted in the light of tradi- 
tion, as well as author of a for- 
midable anthology and editor of his 
father’s writings, became the most 
vociferous spokesman for Gush 
Emunim, which saw his teachings as 
ἃ source of inspiration. 

The venerated, aged Sage was not 
satisfied merely with oral or written 
directives, but personally Ied his fol- 
lowers In Gus! 
and Jericho. 

As the spiritual leader of the 
National Religious Party, Rabbi Zvi 
Yehuda called for a return to the 
basic roots of Judaism, which, he 
said, meant intensified rural and 
urban settlement beyond the 1967 
borders. He was successful in over- 
coming the opposition of more 
Moderate religious leaders and 
became a power to be reckoned 
with. 

Rabbi Zvi Yehuda Kook lived in 
Β modest, book-lined apartment in 
the Geula section of Jerusalem. 


Clifford Case, 77 


Clifford Case, veteran 
Republican Senator from New 
Jersey who has died in Washington 
aged 77, was a dedicated friend of 
Israel in particular and the Jews in 
general, 


For the past 20 years, as a 
member of the Senate Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, Case worked to 
preserve the arms balance between 
Israel and the Arab States, 


A member of the U.S. delegation 
attending the 1966 dedication of the 
Knesset building,Case then 
vehemently opposed Nasser’s re- 
quests for American assistance, say- 
ing that first Egypt must renounce 
its belligerent policy towards Israel. 


In 1971, Case Sought special 
refugee visas for Soviet Jews which, 
in effect, stretched U.S, immigra- 
tion quotas. During the Ford ad- 
ministralion he blocked Moves to 
send mobile Hawk missile systems 
to Jordan in 1975 and, as a result 
of his opposition, Jordan Teceived 
fewer batteries than it had re- 
quested, and these too, were

The'plan calls for building six new 
prisons and for phasing out the 
prisons in Shatta and Damoun. The 
additional facilities would bring the 
country's correctional facilities to 
the European standard within 10 
years, 

Prisons Commissioner 
Mordechai Wertheimer said last 
week that the existing prisons are 
Over-crowded and do not serve 
what should be their main purpose 
~ to rehabilitate criminals. He 
clted; for example, findings of the 
Kennet Committee, which was ap- 
Pointed by the Supreme Court in 
January 1979, that 500 of 650 in- 
mates in the Ramile prison live in 


“subhuman, over-crowded condi- 
tions unfit for human habitation." 

Current living space in Israeli 
prisons is a meagre 1.6 to 3 square 
metres per prisoner, said 
Wertheimer, When the plan is cum- 
pleted, living space will be αὶ mum 
mum of 6.5sq.m, per prisoner. The 
European standard calls for 5.0 
Sg.m. per prisoner. 

The plan also requires that 75 per 
cent of all cells must be private 
cells, while others would accom- 
modate no mare than three inmates 
per cell, 

Stating that up to 40 per cent of 
all prisoners are illiterate, 
Wertheimer said the time in prison 
can at least help them acquire 
reading: and writing skills, easing 
their way back to society, For this 
purpdse, ‘the education budget for 
prisons for the next fiscal year is

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The case for 
big families

LARGE FAMILIES arc both a 
national necessity and a personal 
pleasure, ἢ 

That's the message Emuna, the 
religious women's movement, 
would like to sell to other women’s 
organizations, to individuals and to 
the government, A first step in this 
direction waa taken at a press con- 
ference in Tel Aviv recently 
by the movement's leaders and by

lives, 

Yehudit Huebner, Emuna’s 
deputy chairman, said the country 
must put more of its resources into 
encouraging people to have large 
familics and into helping such 
families cope. “There were years 
when all our effort went Into aliya, but: 
aliya is unfortunately very small to- 
day, and we have to concentrate 
more on wital:] would-cail internal 
aliya.” Lon 

She said other women's organiza- 
tions see family-planning as an in- 
dividual matter. “Of course, our 
religious belief gives us a different 
view, but even without the religious 
issues, there are obvious national 
implications in a situation where the 
minorities have large families, aliya 
is slack, yerida (emigration) is grow- 
ing and only certain groups in the 
Jewish sector — the religious, kib- 
butzniks and people in development 
towns — have large families.” 

Between, 1970.and.1980, she said, 
there, were , 700,000 live births 
among Jews, and 213,000 deaths, 
During the same period, there were 
200,000 births and 28,000 deaths 
among non-Jews. “1 don’t want to 
be misunderstood. We're not in- 
terfering with how many children 
other people have; we just want 
ourselves to have more. 

“[t should also be cloar that we're 
not forcing any Jewish women to. 
have large families, just as we didn't 
force people to come on aliya. We 
just feel many women are 
brainwashed in the opposite direc- 
tion, and we want to work for a 
Change in image of the mothers of 
large families,” 

"Miriam, a mother of seven and an 
instructor at a teacher's college, 
said families are happier the more 
children they have. "I always have 
my students discuss the advantages 
and disadvantages of large versus 
small families, and it's usually a girl 
from a large family who wants to 
talk about the joys of many children 
«» The mother of a-large family is 
like a queen. Outside the home, she 
may have lots of competition, but at 
home she's irreplaceable, and the- 
more children she has, the larger 
the kingdom in which she is queen.” 

She tried to convince the 
reporters that her many tasks at 
home don’t stop her from being her 
own person. t nie

Arab nuclear weapons 
‘will not be tolerated’ —

Israel served notice last week 
that it “will ‘not tolerate the. 
presence of nuclear weapons of any 
kind from any source. whatever" in 
an Arab state “that considers itself 
In confrontation and in a state of 
war with Israel." : 

Deputy Foreign Minister Yehuda 
Ben-Meir said this in the Knesset 
in a speech giving the govorn- 
ment's reply to an urgent motion for 
the agenda by Yitzhak Seyger, 
(Likud-Liberals) on “the renewal of 
French help to Iraq to set up 8 
nuclear reactor." The motion was 
unanimously voted to the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, 

“This stance, as the Knesset and 
the entire world know," Ben-Meir 
went on to say in measured tones, 
“has expressed itself not only in 
declarations but also in acts.” Here 
he referred to Israel's bombing last 
June of the Osirak nuclear reactor 
near Baghdad, and to earlier 
similarly “resourceful and valiant” 
actions of the Israel Defence Forces 
like the raid on the Beirut airport 13 
years ago and the 1976 Entebbe 
raid. 

Ben-Meir said that the govern- 
ment is keeping a constant and 
close watch on developments in 
Iraq in this respect and “on Iraq's 


contacts with the French govern- 
ment and with other countries in its 


effort to acquire nuclear capacity.” . 


He promised that Israel “will spare 
no effort” in this matter, “which is 
80 vital to our future,’* 

Israel, he continued, has a num- 
ber of times in the past year told 
France of its “categorical, unreser- 
ved" opposition to renewal of 
Nuclear assistance to Iraq “that 


-might put (the latter) back on the 


track" towards producing nuclear 
arms. This, he said, is a trend “in 
which {srael will not be able to ac- 
quiesce.” 

He said that fraq cannot be 
trusted to abide by the nuclear- 
weapons non-proliferation treaty, to 
which it is a signatory, in view of the 
way il abrogated “without provoca- 
tion and unilaterally" ils signed 
treaty with Iran concerning the bor- 
ders between the two countries. 

Neither was supervision— 
international or by the supplying 
country—any guarantee of the 
future peaceful uses of the nuclear 
material and knowhow supplied. 
“The only guarantee,” Ben-Meir 
declared, “is (hat no atomic reactor, 
no atomic installations or material 
that can somehow be converted into 
military nucleur capacity shall be in 
the possession of Iraq or uny other 
Arub state or confrontation state."

‘self-determination’ or

that means an independent state.” 


The authors of the paper said 
Israel's security concerns “could be 
met by a wide spectrum of practical 
arrangements which would nat 
violate Palestinian sovereignty as 
long as the essential attributes of a 
stale (territory, a flag, a govern- 
ment, exchanging ambassadors, 
ete.) were left intact." 


Among these arrangements, they 
said, would be an Israeli right to sta- 
tion security forces on the West 
Bank “in return for the intangible 
but precious concession of 
‘sovereignty,’ which the Palestinians 
value above all else.” 

Regarding the future status of 
Jerusalem, they insisted that the city 
cannot be redivided. Instead, an un- 
divided Jerusalem-should-serve as.a.

“Reagan Administration officials 
and Western intelligence sources 
contend that whatever positive ef- 
fects Israel arms supplies to Iran 
might be achieving for the West, the.

Israel must expect Egypt to 
“manipulate” the normalisation of 
relations between the two countries 
after the final withdrawal from Sinai 
on Aprii 25, according to Eliahu 
Ben Elissar, chairman of the Knes- 
set Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee, 

This manipulation will follow a 
deadlock in the talks on autonomy 
for the Arabs of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza, predicts Ben Elissar, who 
knows the Egyptian leadership 
more than most other Israelis, hav- 
ing served as the first ambassador in 
Cairo, fram February (980 to 
March 1981, 

Before that, while serving in 
Jerusalem as director-general of the 
Prime Minister's Office from June 
1977 to February 1980, he had con- 
stant contacts with Egyptian figures. 
These contacts began before the 
visit lo Jerusalem of the late Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, und have con- 
tinued since. 

In his spacious but unadorned οἵ- 
fice in the Knesset suite assigned to 
its most pretigious commitlee, Ben 
Elissar told me; “t got to know 
Hosni Mubarak well while Anwar 
Sadat was alive. But then Mubaruk 
waa vice-president, and today as 
president he has a different perspec- 
tive. President Mubarak, incidental- 
ly, has not yet had the opportunity 
to thrash out problems in direct, one- 
to-one contact with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, which the late 
President Sadat had very fre- 
quently.” 

Ben Elissar said: “Isnel sees nor- 
malisution of relations as the sub- 
stance of peace. Egypt sees it as a 
means, a political tool. So it will use 
normalisation in order to try to per- 
suade Israel to make concessions in 
the autonomy negotiations. But 1 
don’t believe that the basic peace 
will be eroded because of a crisis in

the autonomy talks.” 

He predicts that Egypt will take 
the sutonomy issue from deadlock 
into crisis this year. “Egypt will try 
and generate a climate of pressure 
around Israel, not only by direct 
means, but also by enlisting 
whatever help it can get, in the 
United States and Western Europe, 
in Latin America, and even in 
Alrica. 

“In the United States, official 
sources will brief the media to help 
generate that climate of pressure. 
American media have shown 
themselves susceptible to such of- 
ficial campaigns in the past. It will 
be cleverly orchestrated and it won't 
be at all pleasant, bul we shall have 
to dig in our heels,” Ben Elissar 
Says. 

While conceding that the U.S. 
Administration's role would be 
crucial in the anticipated pressure 
ufter a deadlock on autononry, Ben 
Elissar oclieves that “the key lies in 
our hands. We cannot give way 
because we cannot usher in a 
Pulestine state according to the 
Egyptian interpretation ol 
autonomy. Once Egypt sees we 
stand fast, it will have the choice ot 
either considering Israel's terms, or 
doing nothing and so allowing the 
stutus quo in Judea, Samana and 
Gaza to continue." 

He believes that un autonomy 
agreement with Epypt is possible 
once [srael hus shown usell proof 
ugainst pressure and weathered the 
storm. “If Egypt signs an agreement 
with us, in preference to maintain- 
ing the status quo in the areas, the 
very signature in itself will mean 
that the agreement has a chance of 
being accepted here on the ground

in the {ndministered) areas. The 
local Arabs will have a choice 
between living further with the 
status quo, of accepting something 
which they consider is inadequate.

“It is in Israel's interest to grant 
the local Arabs autonomy ac- 
cording to the terms of Camp 
David,” says Ben Elissar. “Even in 
the theoretical contingency that we 
would eventually apply Israeli 
sovereignty to the areas, we should 
sull grant the Arabs autonomy in 
my opinion. We should not aspire to 
dictate their dally lives. As long as 
our vital interests are protected they 
should live as they wish." 

He describes as “a step in the 
right directlon," the present 
separation of functions in the areas 
between the civil and the military 
administration. “If lack of ugree- 
ment on autonomy means the stutus 
quo continuing, we can give our ad- 
ministration whatever character we 
desire, reducing the military uspect 
and increasing the civil aspect." 


BEN ELISSAR, formerly a senior 
executive in the Mossad, Isract’s 
overseas intelligence agency, makes 
light of the fuss by some people 
aboul ferment in ihe areas aguinst 
the [sraeli administration. 

“We can live with the stutus quo 
in Juden, Sumarin and Gaza for- 
ever," he says flatly. “Whatever un- 
rest there is, from time to time, is 
greatly exaggerated. The ups and 
downs in the unrest depend entirely 
on external factors, It is entirely ar- 
tificial,” he believes, 

To back up his charge ubout ex- 
iuggeration, Ben Elissar says that of 
the 40,000 to 50,000 high school 
pupils in the areas “less than one 
thousand keep on getting involved 
in demonstrations, in the same 
schools, in the same towns while the 
remaining 98 per cent of teenagers 


go about their studies peacefully.” 


Nor does he get upset about the 


bad image which some people at- 
tach to occupation, “Jordan took 
measures to keep the occupants of 
the areas in check for 19 years and 
we having been controlling them for 
15 years. But who is responsible for 
the unrest? Twenty per cent of the 
population? Much less! There is a 
ferment from time to time, admit- 
tedly. But that is part of the national 
conflict between Jew and Arab." 


Ben Elissar feels it is high lime 


that the PLO was cut down to its 
true size, It's a balloon — an ar- ἡ 
tificial creation,” he says. “Without 
support in Western public opinion, 
which is hoodwinked by the incaun- 
tation of the sell-determination 
slogan, the PLO would collapse.

Sinai farewell

LIKE IMAGES in a hand-cranked 
movie viewer, the history that un- 
folds before a visitor to southern 
Sinai in the final days of Israeli oc- 
cupation is a slow, jerky series of 
movements that seem to lend 
themselves better Lo some simplistic 
morality tale than to the interlocking 
passions of real life. ᾿ 
The stolid U.S. Corps of 
Engineers colonel stands before the 


end-of-the-world landscape οἵ 
Shai τ where the gaunt 


tip of Sinai gives way to the two- 
kilometre-deep Red Sea and recites 
the cubic metres of earth moved in 
building the local base for the 
Multi-National Force and 
Observers (MFO) as evenly as if he 
were talking about a new PX in Fort 
Belvoir, Virginia. . a 
His flat tone is- no more in-. 
Congruous than that of the tour 
Buiuz at the nearby sile of the 
Wrecked Egyptian. cannon 
overlooking the Straits of Tiran. He 
is describing how the Egyptians who 


had occupied the site in 1956 when - 


Nasser blocked the atraits were 
replaced by a UN force, which was, 
in turn, ousted in May, 1967, by 
Nasser, whose men were ousted a 
few weeks later by the Israelis who, 
in turn, were giving way now to the 
MFO, The shiny new barracks 
behind the colonel have a transitory 
look about them and one wonders 
to what they will give way. - - 

Two green, waist-high metal ; 
Stakes sunk into the sands at 
Tabagh, near the northern end of 
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the Gulf of Eilat. mark the line 
claimed by Egypt as the inter- 
national border to which Israel must 
pull back on April 25, 

Israel has staked out its border 
about a kilometre to the south with 
a white, l2-storey hotel that is 
almost complete. The border they 
are arguing about was drawn up in 
1906 by Egypt, Turkey and Britain 
and the Israelis had to dig up their 
copy of the agreement in the British 
Museum. 

The sense of an interrupted con-

North American Jews have stepped up their 


campaign to save the black Jews of Ethiopia, 


and the controversy over ‘quiet diplomacy’ 
is growing louder, reports LEON HADAR, 


rolviamered ents) exe) are (cial ma 


ISRAELIS who regard the issue of 
Elhiapian Jews as a marginal one 
will be surprised to learn that the 
plight of the Falashas is becoming a 
major topic on the agenda of the 
American-Jewish community. 

There ure several reasons for this: 
the fight for Soviet Jewry has 
reached a stalemate with the 
renewal of the Cold War; Israel is 
no longer seen as facing a major 
threat to its existence; there is grow- 
ing awareness among young 
American Jews concerning the lack 
of action by the American Jewish 
leadership during the Holocaust. 

Steve Montag, an activist in the 
(International Network of Children 
of Holocaust Survivors, put it this 
way: "Forty years from now, I don't 
want to be walking down the street 
to face a Falasha asking ‘Where 
were you in the 1980s when my 
parents were killed?" * 

In (978, a Canadian Jewish stu- 
dent leader nomed Steven Bauman 
tried (o arouse interest in the 
Falashas at a meeting of the Council’ 
of Jewish Federations in San Fran- 
cisco. “1ἰ was even impossible to 
distribute leaflets on the issue 
among the Jewish lenders there," he 
recalled recently. ᾿ 

in 1979, a Falasha who came to 
the U.S. for a tour was allowed to 
address the council for five minutes. 
Last year, Falashas were one of the 
major topics of discussion at the 
council meeting: a refugee was 
asked to address the 3,000 delegates 
for more than an hour. 

Current interest in the Falashas 
has come from many quarters, and 
has been mingled with criiicism of 
the Jewish Agency and the Israel 
government for their apparent inac- 
tion, 

Bennet Yanowitz, chairman of 
the National Jewish Community 

Relations Advisory Council, gave ἃ 
major speech on the subject at the 
recent annual plenary session, tell- 
ing the 400 Jewish leaders as- 
sembled in Houston that the 
Valashas “face extinction not mere- 
ly from famine but from persecution 
in the form of pillaging, slavery, 
forced conversion..." The council is 
now planning a Faci-finding mission 
to Ethiopia. 

The Children of Holocaust Sur- 
vivors recently called an emergency 
meeting on the subject and sel μῃ 8 
speciul committee, under Montag, 
49 examine the problem. He urged 
those present to “call the Israeli 
consulate and ask them why they 
are turning a deaf ear.”

World recently devoted a special is- 
sue to the Falashas. 

Senators such as Rudy Boschwitz 
and Congressmen such as Tom 
Lenthos and Stephen Solarz, usually 
identified with Israeli causes, are 
now lobbying among Israeli and 
American officials on behalf of the 
Falashas. 

Boschwitz, furious about the iack 
of response from the Jewish 
Agency, wrote to chairman Arye 
Dulzin, who is also chairman of the 
World Zionist Organization, several 
months ago: “I wrote to you about 
the Falitshus {and) you have not 
found it appropriate to answer that 
letter. Perhaps [ didn’t’ exptess to 
you firmly enough the depth Ὁ my 
concern and if you will not answer 
me by mail [ will ask you publicly to 
answer me..." 


SOME ISRAELI officials in the 
U.S. argue that American Jewish 
leaders are using the Falashas as a 
political tool to advance their 
careers, Others agree that the con- 
cera is genuine. 

in any case, Yehuda Avner, an 
aide to Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and head of the inter- 
ministerial committee on refugees, 
was recently seni to the U.S. to talk 
with Jewish leaders about the effort 
—— mostly secret — that Israel has 
made in the last year to save 
Falashas and bring them to Israel, 

Most of the 25,000 Falashas live 
in Gondar province, under condi- 
tions of extreme poverty. They are 
the objects of a campaign of harass- 
ment and intimidation conducted 
by the military governor of the 
province, Maj. Melaku, 

Two main organizations in North 
America — one Canadian and one 
American — are fighting for a large- 
scale rescue effort, which would 
also see the 2,500 Falasha refugees 
now languishing in camps in Sudan, 
Somalia and Djibouti transferred to 
Israel. But'the two groups have 
basic differences in approach, par- 
ticularly with regard to the way the 
Israel government has been hand- 
ling the matter. 

One group is the Canadian As- 
sociation for Ethiopian Jews, with 
Steven Bauman, the former student 
lobbyist, as its executive director. 
They distribute information to in- 
stilutions and the media,‘and are 
planning to expand to the U.S, next 
month to form a fund-raising body 
there called “Operation Exodus." 

The second group is the 
American Association for Ethiopian 
Jews, founded in 1974 by Graenum 


Berger, who for many years was 
branded a "fanatic" and a “nut” by 
Jewish leaders for his advocacy of 
the Falasha cause and his criticism 
of what he saw as inaction by the 
Israel government, ᾿ 

Today, he says, the Falashas are 
“in"; he and the current president 
of the organization, Prof, Howard 
Lenhoff of California, are 
celebrated guest speakers at Jewish 
gatherings, 


BERGER, interviewed in his 
Pelham, New York, home, said he 
still believes that “members of the 


“\sraeli establishment ‘don’t want to 


see the Falashas in Israel." 

Very little has been done by the 
Israeli governments in the past two 
decades to save the remnants of the 
Ethiopian Jewish community and to 
bring them to Israel, he argues, 

According to Berger, an active 
Zionist, whose interest in the 
Falashas dates back to the early Fif- 
ties, American-Jewish organizations 
took their cue from the Israel 
government, and refused to launch 
amajor public campaign to save the 
Falashas. : 

“Only pressure from our associa- 
tion has been responsible for the 
few Ethiopian Jews who have made 
it to Israel," he contends, nating 
that the Israel government began Lo 
admit Fatashas in 1977 — 62 thal 
year — only after his organization 
threatened to publicize Israeli inac- 
tion. 

With continuing pressure from 
his group, another 1,500 Falashas 
have arrived in the Jewish state. 
Recently Israeli officials proved 
that they could save more Falashas 
by bringing out an additional 164 — 
only after his organization 


threatened to publish an ad in The 
New York Times criticizing Israeli 
policies toward the Falashas, he 
says, If the Israel government 
wanted to rescue the Falashas from 
Ethiopia and the camps in 
neighbouring countries, he argues, 
“they could do it in a short time by 
reaching an agreement with the 
governments about ‘magic carpet’ 
to Israel," 

He feels that the Israel govern- 
ment has a “racist” attitude towards 
the Falushas. American Jews ure in- 
itially shocked by that claim, but 
eventually tend, to accept it, 
regarding it as an Israeli expression 
of the anti-black racism which 
prevails in the U.S. 

At ἃ recent meeting in which 
Berger presented the ‘Israeli 


racism” thesis, he was asked howhe . 


expluins the fact that the govern- 
ment brought to Israel and ab- 
sorbed the Yemenite Jews. 

“Well, you must understand that 
there was a strong Yemenite-Jewish 
lobby in Israel which put pressure 
on the government to bring the 
Yemenites to Israel," said Berger. 
Another listener asked about the 
Jews who came to Israel from 
Morocco, Berger noted that ‘Israel 
needed soldiers in the '60s."" 

Bauman, on the other hand, said 
his Canadian group doesn't ques- 
tion the integrity of the Israeli of- 
ficials working to save the Falashas. 

“It is possible that some past 
policies of the Israel government 
towards the Falashas were 
motivated by racist attitudes of cer- 
tain individuals but we believe that 
their effect on the general policy, 
especially today, is marginal,” he 
said. Ἢ 

Instead of engaging in a “policy 
of confrontation” with the Israel 
government, Bauman and his col- 
leagues, reflecting attitudes shared 
by other young American-Jewish 
activists, call on the American- 
Jewish community to ‘cooperate 
with Israel on the issue of the 
Fajashas.

Mengistu Haile Mariam, leader of 
the military regime there, who is in- 
terested in improving his country's, 
relations with the U.S. Mengistu 
could persuade Melaku that his 
treatment of the Falashas endangers 
the chances of improving relations 
with Washington. 

“The Addis Ababa regime is not 
anti-Falasha; it's basically a 
problem of certain ‘anti-Zionist' 
elements in the regime,” according 
to Bauman. He notes that the Ethio- 
pian airline and tourism offices have 
been sending special brochures to 
American Jews, inviting them to 
visit their “brothers and sisters” in 
Ethiopia, 

When Bauman and his group 
visited Ethiopia, they were greeted 
in the airport by a tourism official 
speaking fluent Hebrew and Yiddish, 

“They want us and need our 
political and economic support,” 
said Bauman. “Thus, American 
public opinion might prove to be 
the only force capable of saving the 
Falashas."” 

“Ethiopia under Mengistu is nol 
in the position of the Soviet Union 
during detente,” argues one Israeli 
diplomat, "τῆς latter needed 
American lechnology and 
economic uid and was willing to pay 
for it with Jewish emigrunts; that is 
not the case with Ethiopia." 

Mengistu, according to the 
Israelis, ‘tis more dependent on 
Melaku than the latter is dependent 
on him.”

THE CHARM of the irrational, or 
rather the anti-rational, should 
never be underestimated...The at- 
traction of the revolutionary roman- 
ticism and messianic fervour of 
Gush Emunim and its offshoots to 
broad circles of the community, es- 
pecially religious youth, should not 
be lightly dismissed, Because they 
know that the Almighty is on their 
side and that the End of Days is 
near, they feel they can pursue their 
divinely-inspired mission to protect 
the inviolability of the Land of 
israel... The words compromise and 
tolerance have been expunged from 
their vocabulary. 

Those were some of the phrases 
used by Uriel Simon, professor of 
Bible at Bar-lian University and a 
pioneer of Israel's modern religious 
educational system, during a two- 
hour conversation about the current 
events in the Yamit area. Admitting 
his personat respect for the idealism 
of many of those drawn to Gush 
Emunim, the 52-year-old scholar 
aired his concern aboul the dangers 
to Israeli society, to religious 
Zionism and to the continuity of 
Judaism inherent in the current 
wave of fanaticism. 

Seeking to explain the 
phenomenon, Prof. Simon 
described a maelstrom at the heari 
of three concentric circles. First 
there was the crisis of Western 
civilization in the latter half of the 
20th century, marked by the chal- 
lenge to democracy, the spread of 
hedonistic permissiveness and a 
general debunking of accepted 
ideologies and vulue-systems, While 
the West may offer a pleasant 
enough way of life it was no longer 
an inspiring ideal. The result, as 
Simon saw it, was the turning ἰο- 
wards irrational ideologies (“For 
éxample, the growing membership 
of the Hare Krishna sect, whether 
in California or in Tel Aviv"), or 
the abandonment of belief in 
democracy, science and the benefits 
of Western civilization as in 
Khomeini's Iran. "They no longer 
unquestioningly accept the innate 
superiority of the West," he pointed 
oul. 

The second circle was the crisis of 
secular Zionism, “In the past, a 
young Jew could find in Zionism ἃ 
spiritual alternative to religion, 
with its challenges of build- 
ing up the waste land, struggl- 
ing for statehood and constructing ἃ 


just society in the kibbutz and other, 


spheres, However, the magic of 
such gn ideology has faded, cither 
because these ideals have been 
achieved or their attainment in- 


slogan had been Tora Ve'avoda, 
combining religion with work, and it 
had striven for ἃ synthesis between 
religion and science. Religious 
Zionism had also sought coopera- 
tion with the secular Zionists to 
achieve its aims. However, it found 
itself in crisis together with secular 
Zionism which in turn was in- 
fluenced by the universal toss. of 
faith in rationalism. “Man is no 
longer sure as he was in the past that 
human understanding can provide 
all the answers,” said the professor. 
“People no longer think that tomor- 
tow will bring a better day. When I 
was young I, too, thought the future 
held the answers, Today { am not so 
optimistic any more." Besides the 
loss of the absolute [aith in progress 
that characterised our parents and 
grandparents, most people were 
beset by a growing sense of personal 
insecurity in the face of mounting 
violence, whether by criminais or 
political terrorists. 


REVERTING to the wave of ex- 
tremism engulfing the national- 
religious camp, the professor noted 
that the younger generation had 
become impatient with the 
pragmatism of their established 
leaders ‘‘who always managed to 
find a compromise to accommodate 
all the components of a problem.” 
In addition, these youngsters had 
decided that they were less 
Orthodox than Agudat Yisrael and 
less nationalist than secular move- 
ments. 

“They felt they were fulling 
between two stools,’ he observed. 
They found the answer in ex- 
tremism in both areas, ‘They 
became fundamentalist in religion, 
witness the size of their kippor and 
the length of their heards. The girls 
began to dress more severely than 
thelr mothérs, Religious education 
has become even more intensive, In 
parallel fashion they heightened 
their nationalism, making it the 
supreme value, At the same time, 
they abandoned the universal con- 
cept of Judaism's reciprocal rela- 
tions with other peoples, for in their 
view the rights of others must be 
subject to their concept of 
nationalism.” 

He interrupted his flow and 
started striding around the 
pleasantly-furnished living room of 
his Ramat Gan home, hung with 
fine paintings, occasionally pulling a 
volume from a book-lined alcove to 
substantiate an argument. 

Considering whether the trends 
he had outlined had affected the 
quality of university life, especially

So many accepted truths began to 
be put in question and no easy 
answers were forthcoming. People 
began to ask what had happened to 
the Zionist ideal, tothe seoure 
refuge of the. Jewish people, They 
wanted to know why the territorial 
concentration. of the Jewish people 
which was supposed to solve the 
Jewish problem once and for all, 
had not cansed the old animosities 
towards Jews to disappear, If the 
Jewish people had become a normal 
nation living on its own sovereign 
territory, then why had the antj- 
Jewish stereotypes not disappeared? 

Prof. Simon's third circl was the 
crisis of religious - Zionism. 
Traditionally, it had sought ἴο. 
reconcile the modernization of the 
people and the religion of Iaracl, Its 
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For so many of the new generation 
the old ideal of a synthesis between 
religion and science no longer 
seemed relevant. It was now 
fashionable to. choose technical 
skills and practical professions and 
to shy away from any subject linked 
to a broadening of intellectual 
horizons. The registrations for law, 
accountancy, computer sciences 
and so forth were increasing, while 
the numbers of those enrolling for 


. humanistic studies were shrinking. 


Classrooms were overflowing for 
courses: in economics but few. at- 
tended lectures in Judaic studies

He grew up in the com- 
pany of such famous people as 
Martin Buber and the poetess Else 
Lasker-Schueler, a passionate ad- 
mirer of his father, He recalled hav- 
ing been frightened as a boy by the 
poetess' eccentric, gypsy-like ap-

He went lo the Maaleh religious 
school in Jerusalem, whose pedan- 
tic, super-Yekke teachers were 
savaged by Haim Be'er in his 
picaresque novel Feathers. No, he 


had not been a member of Bnei. 


Akiva but of the religious scouts. 
Maalch, he said had mistakenly dis- 
couraged its pupils from joining 
Bnei Akiva, not grasping its positive 
educational influence. 

After army service and university, 
Simon chose to go out and tackle 
the most challenging. educational 
tasks in the country, He founded 
the state religious achool in the Har- 
Tuv ma’abara (the immigrant tran- 
sit camps of the early days of 


statehood) that eventually became. 


Beit Shemesh at a time -- 
the early ‘50s —.when good teachers 
‘did not venture into such outlying 
places. Afterwards he moved to 
Beersheba to set up and direct the 
state religious ie school during 
the Negev capital's formative 
period. .After doing his bit with

WE. PROCEEDED to consider the 
allure of the siren song of irrational 
nationaliam, which was now making 
so many extremists talk .of laying 
down thelr lives for Yamit,.. ᾿, 
“They have lost their grasp on 


renlity to such an extent that they 
compure the evacuution of Sinai to 
the Nazi deportations af Jews.’ 
Simon deplored. Nevertheless. they 
had a great attraction for the public. 
including the non-religious, Even 
their strongest opponents could not 
deny their virtues and idealism. He 
himself had the highest respect for 
them as individuals, for the self- 
sacrificial nature of their total com- 
mitment, but this did not blind him 
lo their capacity if not checked to 
bring a calamity of historic dimen- 
Sions upon their people and their 
country, . 

Trying lo explain their wide ap- 
peal, the rationalist scholar noted 
that for the previous generation the 
idea of irrationality had been abhor- 
rent but, by contrast, current modes 
of thinking found it exciting and 
possessing an almost magic charm. 

“There is a romantic appeal to 
the psychological and een 
capability of defying reality... It 
contains the illusion of @ revival of 
the pioneering days of Zionism,” he. 
declared. ἢ 

He regarded the Six Day War and 
the Yom Kippur War as having had 
a.decisive influence on moulding 
the apocalyptic vision of this mes- 
sianic movement. As he saw it, the 
former symbolized for them the im- 


minence of the messianic era by the. 


swift transition Irom the terrors of 
the eve-of-war period to an unex~ 


pected and overwhelming victory,.

sald there were two further compo- 
nents in the collective make-up of

nationalistic element: they believed 
totally in the politics of force com- 
bined with a cynical disregard for 
international public opinion. Nor 
did they have patience for anyone 
striving to achieve peace with the 
Arabs, The second was the mes-- 
sianic element: they were gripped 
by a sense of the End of Days with 
the messianic redemption just 
around the corner. They regard the 
conquest of the western part of 
Eretz Yisrael as a stage in an 
historical process soon to reach its 
climax with the coming of the Mes- 
siah. That in turn would offer divine 
solutions to all problems besetting 
the holy people. 

It was at this juncture that Prof. 
Simon compared the more 
pragmatic approach held by the 
parent generation, which in its day 


= had sought a rational solution, 
ὦ whether in external relations or at 
Ὁ home in the secular-religiows con- 


frontatien. The parents had opted 
for moderation and compromise, 
while the sons had undergone a 
process of radicalization, becoming 
militant nationalists and un- 
compromisingly Orthodox. For 
them, no rational solution was cal- 
led for, given their total confidence 
that all problems could awuit the 
imminent advent af the messianic 
‘ge. 


WHAT MIGHT this mysticism in- 
volve in concrete terms? 

“They think there is no need lo 
fear the consequences of their uc- 
tions, such as breaking the peace 
treaty with Egypt.” said) Simun, 
“After all, for them there is nu value 
in peace achieved in the conerele 
warld. but only in the great. cternal 
Peuce. conditional on making nu 
Concessions on the ground 
anywhere in Eretz Yisrael.’ [n the 
view of the new zealots, the Arab 
population of Judea, Samuria and 
Gaza enjoyed no rights, and hence 
it was unnecessary to bother about a 
solution to the problem. 

“After all, the dilemma wilt be 
resolved miraculously, whether by 
their mass exit from the land or in 
some other way,” he said. Nor were 
they concerned, as their parents 
were, about the nature of the 
relationship between the religious 
and secular sections of the com- 
munity, They were certainly not in- 


‘terested in seeking any con- 


stitutional framework for Israeli 
sociely. This tied up with their dis- 
approval of the democratic system 
for the Chosen People, Combining

Peacemaker, Who Happens to 
Have Been Born a Methodist."

Begin and Schmidt

MANY OF US had hoped that we 
had heard the last of the Begin- 
Schmidt controversy after the 
clamour had died down following 
Begin's personal attack on the 
German chancellor last May. We 
should have known better. 


I do not happen to agree with 
Begin’s politics. But I have great 
respect for his personal integrity, his 
courage and his role in the struggle 
in pre-Israe] Palestine; It is precisely 
this stature that makes Begin such a 
very important personality in our 
public life — and a very dangerous 
one when some of the less impres- 
sive traits of his personality take 
over. 


One should recognize that the 
Holocaust is a very central factor in 
Begin’s life, as it is in the life of 
many of us, both of those who went 
through it and those who did not. 
The problem is that Begin's under- 
standing of that central event In our 
century, as the Schmidt affair seems 
to show, is totally lopsided, 


These are the facts: Schmidt was 
a junior anti-aircraft officer in the 
German Army in 1944, stationed 
near Berlin. At that time, show- 
\rials were staged by the Nazi 
murderers of German Army officers 
who hed plotted to assassinate 
Hitler, The Nazis forced army of- 
figers and men to atterid these trials, 
which ‘were, timed andthen shown... 
in German cinemas. .These officers 
and soldiers were brought in groups 
to watch the trials, usually different 
groups to each session. 

Young Helmut Schmidt was one 
of them. Begin calls this “ἃ most 
grave event*’ jn Schmidt's 
biography, which, of course, is pa- 
tent nonsense. Schmidt is also ac- 
cused of having sworn his personal 
oath to Hitler as a German officer 
and of having remained faithful to 
that oath uritil Nazi Germany's col- 
lapse. 5 

[τ is, of course, true that in a 
totalitarian regime a soldier could 
commit suicide rather than swear 
the oath of allegiance when he was

called up. How many examples are 
there of such behaviour in any 
totalitarian regime? Did Andrei 
Sakharov or any other Soviet dissi- 
dent refuse the oath of allegiance to 
the Soviet motherland when they 
were called up to the Soviet Army, 
despite their detestation of the 
Stalinist regime? Indeed, Begin 
himself swore allegiance {o the anti- 
Semitic army of General Anders, 
and refused, after his arrival in 
Palestine, to leave that Polish force 
illegally because he did not wish to 
break his oath. 


1 AM NOT FREE to use the con- 
tent οὗ, my correspondence with 
Begin, in which I_attempted to per- 
suade him of the wrong he was do- 
ing not only tothe German chancel- 
lor but — more importantly — to a 
better understanding of that terrible 
period. One can perhaps sym- 
pathize with Begin's deep emotional 
involvement. 


Asis well known, he was, in 1939, 
the national leader of the Betar 
movement in Poland. When war 
broke out, he tried to flee to 
Rumania, and when that failed he 
Joined a large number of his move- 
ment's members in Vilna, which 
became part of — temporarily — 
neutral Lithuania. He may have 
hoped, as many did, that he might 


reach Palestine from there, As a 
result, he left his family behind, in 
Brest-Litovsk, under Soviet tule, 
They were murdered by the Nazis 
Mier they invaded the Soviet Union 
In 1941. 


Like many other political leaders 
of Polish Jewry, he did not return to 
German-held territory to stand at 
the head of his movement. He was 
arrested and exiled by the Soviets 
when they conquered Lithuania 
after June, 1940, and, paradoxically 
enough, that exile saved his life and 
prevented him from sharing the fale 
of Lithuanian and Polish Jewry. 


A large number of survivors who 
went through similar experiences 
suffer from deep guilit feelings. 
From a rational point of view, such 
guilt feelings are, of course, quite 
unjustified: not everybody did what 
leaders of the left-wing Zionist 
movements such as Dror and 
Hashomer Hatza'ir did; namely, 
return lo Warsaw from neutral 
Vilna in order nol to abandon their 
youthful charges (one of these was 
Mordechai Anielewitz, the later 
commander of the Warsaw Ghetto 
rebellion), 


Most people did what most peo- 
ple, including myself, I am sure, 
would have done: they tried to flee, 
hoping to continue their struggle in 
freedom. 


When Begin takes out his Tage 
and sorrow at what happened to the 
Jewish people on a bystander, who 
— like most of humanity at that 
time — simply did nothing to pre- 
vent the satanic Hitlerite regime 
from committing its crimes, he 
causes confusion and misunder- 
standing: the guilty ones and the 
problems they caused are ignored. 


There were other, political points 
in Begin's reaction to Schmidt, but 
they do not fall within the “narrow” 
field 1 have dealt with here.

‘Protocols of Zion’ 
still going strong 


THE PROTOCOLS of the Elders of 
Zion is one of history's most success- 


‘full forgeries, ‘Although 60 years 


ago it was exposed as a malicious 
adaptation of a satiric “Dialogue in 
Hell between Machiavelli and 
Montesquieu,” written in’ the 1850s, 
it still enjoys widespread currency. 
It was, of course, a major staple of 
Nazi propaganda. 

A research report published by 
the Institute of Jewish Affairs of the 
World Jewish Congress lists 42 post- 
war editions or serlalizations in 2{ 
countries around the world. Not 
Surprisingly, its main propagators 
are neo-Nazi groups. The myth of 
the “world-wide Jewish conspiracy” 
ideally suits the brand of hate they 
are purveying. 

(n Britain, the notorious Britons 
Publishing Company came out with 
its 82nd impression of the 
“Protocols, in 1963. This firm, 
however, alter trying to survive as a 
“British Catholic Library," went 
out of business. The ‘Protocols™ 
are featured in a recent booklist of 
the New National Front, which 
recommends it as “the world- 
famous report of a Jewish meeting 
at which a blueprint was laid to con- 
trol the world,” 

Editions have appeared 
throughout Europe, including 
Greece, where the forgery finds 
special favour in what are nominally 
Christian quarters. In the U.S., they 
are distributed by a group called the 
National States Right Party, which 
includes “4. detailed introduction 
and explanation by Henry Ford" 
(the reference is to the first Ford, 
who was an anti-Semite). At one 
time the Syrian embassy in 
Washington distributed a French 
version. 


THE “PROTOCOLS” crop up on 
various sides in Latin America, 
where belief in them is remarkably 
widespread. They are displayed by 
Tespectable shops and newsstands, 
The belief spread that a (non- 
existent) “Chief Rabbi Gordon of 
New York" was plotting the 
traitorous establishment in 
Patagonia of a Jewish republic to be 
called “Andinia." The story was

The “Protocols" have been wide- 
ly disseminated in the Arab world 
— nine editions appeared there in 
the 1950s and 1960s. Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi recommended 
this “moat important historical 
document” to Western journalists. 
A visititg party of religious scholars 
from Saudi Arabia distributed 
coples at the Constituent Assembly 
of the Council of Eurape in 
Strasbourg. In 1968, the Islamic [n- 
stitute in Beirut published 200,000 
copies of the “Protocols” in French 
and 100,000 in English. Jordanian 
Premiers ‘have quoted the 
“Protocols” in their speeches. 


AS FOR Russia, a detailed expose 
of the Suviet “Protocols” has been 
published by William Korey in the 
London pubiication insight: Sovier 
Jews. Nominally attacking Zionism. 
the Russians disseminate the key 
themes of the "Protacols:” 1) inter- 
national Jewry aspires to world 
domination; 2) that aspiration is to 
be achieved through guile, cunning 
and conspiratorial devices: 3) a ma- 
Jor element is Jewish control over 
international banking, and 4) the 
press; 5) to achieve their aims the 
Jews infiltrate and manipulate 
Freemasonry. These themes are, for 
example, to be found in the volume 
international Zionism: History and 
Poltties, published by the Prestigious 
Academy of Sciences. 


There are other similar publica- 
tions being read by Soviet soldiers. 
Their effect can be imagined. The 
“Protocols” were called by the 
British scholar Norman Cohn ἃ “war- 
rant for genocide,” because they 
helped pave (he way for the men- 
tality that fostered the Holocaust.

IN THE concert of nations, political 
and economic considerations often 
overshadow human relations, and 
the attitudes and actions of govern- 
ments are not always supported by 
the people they represent. Inter- 
national dialogue on the human 
level is best served through visits of 
performing artists, These exchanges 
create appreciation and respect for 
another people's achievements, and 
cultural ties are often preserved 
when political factors threaten the 
disruption of ordinary communica- 
tion between states, : 

When Russia thawed its icy at- 
titude towards the Jewish state, it al- 
lowed musicians to come to Israel, 
First, minor talents; Inter we were 
up-graded enough for the greatly 
gifted David Oistrakh and Mstislav 
Rostropovich to be sent. In 1965, 
we were even honoured with the 
participation of Dulova as judge at 
the International Harp Contest; the 
tree Russian contestants came se- 
cond, third, and fourth. The Rus- 
sians were sending enormous quan-. 
Lities of urms to Nusser at the time

In 1969, Aharon Zvi Propes, in his 
capacity as director of the Israel 
Festival, invited Alfons and Aloys 
Kontarsky, the great piano-duo, to 
perform here.

THE FIRST attempt to break the 
barrier between Germany and 
Usracl, at Jeast on the artistic level, 
was made In 1962 by the then 
manager of the Ramat Gan 
Chamber ‘Orchestra, Shulamit 
Rosenberg. She arranged for her 
ensemble to give six concerts in 
Germany while on a European tour. 
The anriouncement caused apublic 
uproar, with .Mayor Krinltzi, of 
Ramat Gan threatening to cut off 
his town's subsidy, although (he 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs official- 
ly approved of the visit. The con- 
certs were cancelled at the last mo- 
ment, however, following protests 
from the Organization of Holocaust 
Survivors and Fighters against 
Nazism. (Sounds somewhat 
familiar, doesn't it?) 

A further trial balloon was 
launched in March 1965, when 
some unknown organization an- 
nounced a visit by the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra, which 
“had accepted the invitation in 
principle,” Nothing ever came of it. 

Because of Austria's record of 
collaborating with the Nazis and 
refusing to compensate the victims 


artists from that country — the 
Wiener Symphoniker came in 1968 
— was expected to cause trouble; 
but no public protest was recorded. 

In May 1969 it scemed still too 
early for German artists to make of- 
ficial appearances in Israel, though - 
a few groups like the Muchiheimer 
Singkreis and ithe Early Music 
Quartet from Munich had already 
come here and found appreciative 
audiences. 

Beethoven's Ninth Symphony 
had to be performed either in 
Hebrew or in English translation, 
and the same went for Mahler's Se- 
cond Symphony aad other works, 

Since then, things have changed 
dramatically, Dietrich Fischer- 
Dieskau sang Mahler and Schubert 
in German when he appeared as 8 
soloist with the Israe) Philharmonic 
in 1971, So many German artista 
and ensembles have come to Israel 
that 1 cannot list them all here. The 
mere trickle of the late 1960s has 
become a broad stream. 

We have “exported” individual 
artists, chamber music groups, 
choirs, orchestras, conductors and 
composers to Germany — ranging 
from the Kibbutz Chamber 
Orchestra to the Israel Philhar- 
monic, from the Baroque Group to 
string quartets and piano trios, 


Composer Josef Tal had his opera 
Ashmedai commissioned by the 
Hamburg Opera and premiered 
there in 1971, and his opera The 
Temptation was staged in Munich in 
1975, Gary Bertini conducted the 
Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra in 
October 1973 — one day after the 
outbreak of the Yom Kippur War, 
He is a regular guest conductor at 
the Hamburg Opera, 

Several other conductors have 
permanent engagements in Ger- 
many, for instance Eliyahu Inbal in 
Frankfurt/Main, Yuri Aharonovich 
in Cologne, Gabriel Chmura at the 
Aachen Opera, Lately, Daniel 
Barenboim fulfilled an ambition by 
conducting Wagner's Tristan and 
fsolde at the Bayreuth festival. 
WHEN THE ice broke, the Federal 
Republic began providing generous 
assistance, making possible perfor- 
mances on a grand scale, The Ham- 
burg Opera. and Ballet presented 
Schoenberg's Mases and Aron and a 
lavish production of Prokofiev's 
ballet Romeo and Juliet in 1974; the 
Deutsche Oper, Berlin, presented 
Verdi's Nabucco and Prokofiev's 
ballet Cinderella with its dance com- 
pany in 1979. : 

At the 1977 Israel Festival, the 
‘West German government sent us 
200 musicians — soloists, choirs and 
an orchestra — to present a 
programme of works by Bach, 
Stravinsky and Schoenberg (Die 
Jacobsleiter), conducted by Gary 
Bertini; they provided the climax of 
the festival with a performance of 
Beethoven's Missa Solemnis, 

BUT perhaps the most important 
instrument in the cultural dialogue 


and human rapprochement between 
the two nations is the Youth Group 
Exchange programme, Since 1975, 
it has also been sponsoring ex- 
change visits of youth bands and 
orchestras. {1 is not only the presen- 
tation of achievement in music 
education that builds bridges across 
the chasm creaied by grim history. 
Especially important are the visits 
to each other's homes, ft is so much 
easier to get acquainted with young 
people who are unburdened with 
heavy memories, and to try to τ8- 
tablish with them a new start of un- 
derstanding and tolerance. Some 
youth bands and orchestras, music 
schools and ecumenical organiza- 
tions have formed close tes, 


ANOTHER indication of the 
changed circumstances came when 
the first prize at the Second Artur 
Rubinstein International Piano 
Master Competition (in 1977) went 
to a German — Gerhard Opitz. And 
Maestro Rubinstein, who himself 
decided not to perform in Germany 
after the Nazi nightmare, graciously 
and warmheartedly congratulated 
the young pianist, pointing out the 
significance of the fact that a 
German could win a prize at an 
Isracl competition, having been 
judged without prejudice and solely 
on his merits. 

Political decisions regarding ties 
between our two countries are of 
course made on government level, 
and policy is decided by ministers. 
But it is the relalions between in- 
dividuals which count in the end. 
And cultural exchanges are the best 
means of achieving contact. [5]

ONCE upon a time there were ar- 
tists who told us a story; the 
“literary" content of their work was 
one of its more important compo- 
nents, Since then art has become in- 
creasingly occupied with itself: the 
subject of a work of art has become 
how it is done. What has survived of 
socially or politically oriented art 
has become dehumanized and 
sterile and we are rarely moved by 
it. Wt is all the more surprising 
therefore lo enter Yefim 
Ladizhinskl's second Israeli show 
and to be bowled over by the per- 
sonul bitterness that wells out of the 
images in it, the bitterness of the 
eternally displaced person. 

Ladizhinski was born in Odessa 
70 years ago and until he came here, 
in 1978, he pursued a successful 
career in Russia as a painter and 
theatre designer. He was the only 
new arrival from Russia to be given 
a show at dhe Israel Museum (1979) 
a remarkable series of semi-naive 
but marvellously painted canvases 
depicting life (mostly Jewish) in 
Odessa during the Twenties, 

His Intest show — at the 
Jerusulem Ariists House last month 
— occupied all four galleries of this 
huge venue and was divided into 
four parts. “Muama™, 1947-68, con. 
sisted of virtuoso drawings an 
watercolouts of his aged mother, 
probably the finest works of their 
lype ever seen here. Ἢ 
“The Carcusses" (skeletons?), [916- 
78, which immediately preceeded 
his aliya, are allegoric-symbolic fan- 
tusies in close line, they reek of 


‘alienation, from Christian symbols,

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BUSINESS AND FINANCE 


ESRAEL has one of the highest sav- 
ing rates in the world — this despite 
modest wages (compared with ad- 
vanced countries of the West), 
despite three-figure inflation and 
despite the political instabilities that 
aMict the Middle East, 

Ben-Ami Zukerman, the Treasury 
official in charge of the capital 
market, makes it known that we 
save thiry per cent of our disposable 
(that is, after tax) incomes. 
Economists have given the term 
“saving" a wide definition. It in- 
cludes matters like mortgage pay- 
ments on housing loans and in- 
creases in inventories at the factory. 

If we adopt a narrower in- 
terpretation and confine our alten- 
lion to money put aside for a rainy 
day, it emerges that two-thirds of 
the thirty per cent goes towards 
that. In other words, Israclis store 
approximately one-fifth of their 
earnings against the future, 

This excellent record is achieved 
exclusively by the private sector. 
The government's performance is 
less praiseworthy. The Treasury 
“dis-saves,” spending more money 
thitt it collects, for reasons manifest 
to readers of the press every day of 
the week, The excess of ‘dis- 
saving" in the country (public ex- 
lravagance minus private thrift) is 
financed by capital imports, which 
is a nice way of saying that it causes 
the (rude deficit. 


FINANCIAL SAVINGS divide in 
two, Both are voluntary, bul one (to 
adopt a popular phrase) is more 
voluntary than the other. The less 
valuntary branch is called contrac- 
tual savings, Most wage-earners in 
Israel are covered by collective 
agreements, containing a cliuse 
which institutes a pension scheme. 

Any person taking on a salaried 
job finds himself part and parcel of 
that collective agreement and 
{without being asked) a contributor 
to the said pension scheme. He is 
unlikely to insist on severing the

It is possible also, since 1977, to 
invest in dollars. You open what is 
called a Patam account — initials in 
Hebrew for Local Resident's 
Deposit Account, to be dis- 
tinguished from Patah, or Foreign 
Resident's Deposit Account. The 
owner of a Patah account can take 
his dollars out of the country 
whenever he wants to, the owner of 
a Patam account cannot. What he 
has in fact is a local-currency ac- 
count, dollar-linked. 

Bul the dollar depreciates, you 
say? Account is taken of thet: you 
can get 12.5 per cent interest for a 
fixed three-year period. 


THE VOLUME of savings goes up 
and down in accordance with the 
economic situation. Zukerman 
recalls that 1972-3 was a peak yoar. 
[t was the end of the boom period 
which followed the Six Day War. 
The boom turned into a mild reces- 
sion not only in Israel (due to the 
Yom Kippur War and its after- 
effects) but also in the world at large 
{due to the emergence of OPEC). 

Less momentous considerations 
make their influence felt. Savings 
declined in 1975-76 for two 
thoroughly domestic reasons. 
Interest-rates dropped, and the 
public was agitated by rumours of a 
wealth tax. There was an upturn in 
1977, and the Treasury promoted an 
increased measure of inter-bank 
competition, which brought about 
an improvement in the terms of- 
fered to suvers, 

Recently, the banks have been of- 
fering for sale a lot of shares (in 
their own enterprises), because the 
rapid growth in their -businéss--had 
left them under-capitalized. This 
stock sold like hot-cakes, given that 
the banks are highly profitable in- 
stitutions. Purchases rose ftom 


152.20, in 1980 to 1S3.8b. last year 
{at constant prices), Where did the 
money cone from? Easy: the public 
sold their bonds. 

Statistics reveal a lot. People 
Saved less in 1981; there was a fall in 
real terms of 12.5 percent, Con- 
sumption shot up that year, with big 
sales of cars, TV sets and the rest. 
That was financed partly at the ex- 
pense of the traditional nest-egg, 
Yet the more solld portion of the 
savings activity — pension contribu. 
tions and savings schemes — rose 
steadily, from ISIL.8b. in 1980 to 
IS18b. (again, at 1981 prices). 

The rise in pension contributions 
can be understood. It happens 
almost automatically as incomes 
improve and the labour force grows, 
But what about saving schemes? 
Something new and rather sen- 
sational was announced at the 
beginning of last year: fully-tinked 
saving-schemes with the full 
interest-rate — for a two-year 
period. Normally you have to wail 
six years to earn full linkage. Bit by 
bit that waiting-period has been 
reduced to three years, 

This time the public were given a 
unique opportunity of locking up 
their money for not more than 24 
months and stilt gaining the full 
benefit. The offer was open for a 
brief period, February and March 
only; affer that the three-year 
minimum deposit time was restored, 
During those two months money 
flooded into the saving schemes. 


SHARES sold well too, and not 
only bank shares. The total 
purchase of new equity rose from 
153.10. to 155,90. But did the two 
attractive options mentioned — the 
two-year saving schemes and the 
profitable-sounding shure flotations 
— achieve the purpose of attracting 
new capital? Did they make people 
cut their consumption in order to 
put more moncy uside? 

Not so; the money was simply 
transferred from other investments. 


Bank plan to reduce ‘dollarization’ of the economy 


The Bank of Israel is working on 
monetary reform plans which when 
implemented will make it possible 
for holders of current accounts to 
earn substantial interest on credit 
balances, however small. The 
Proposals envisage interest rates of.» 
Scores of percentage points. 

At present interest paid on credit 
balances in current accounts is 
minimal, which leads to a rush in 
the direction of foreign currency as 
people try to extract maximum 
benefit from whalever money they 
may have teft in their current ac- 
counts at the end of the month. This 
“dollarization” of the economy has 


caused the Bank of Israel much un- 
ease, 

Other changes will include a mas- 
sive consumer-oriented change in 
the availability. of index-linked bank 


τ loans, Borrowers will be able to ob- 


tain such loans froin their banks fon 
periods af jess Nah six months, At 
‘present the minimum repayment 
period for an index-linked bank 
loan is two years. 

One purpose is to reduce the ex- 
iremely high level of interest rates 
currently prevailing in the 
economy. This ts coupled with the 
aim of maintaining credit ceilings 
through increased competition.

and extending it to their clients at 
reasonable interest levels, 

The Bank hopes that limiting the 
amount of credit available will pre- 
venl growth in egpiomic activity 
beyond what it considers desirable, 
whilg- bringing down interest rates 
will make it easier for businessmen 
to obtain reasonably-priced loans to 
develop productive enterprises.

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Strange but true—Israel 
sells fashions to Paris

IT SOUNDS a bit like sending coal 
to Newcastle — Israel selling ap- 
parel to France, the fashion Mecca 
of the world. Yet it happens to be 
true. Moreover, France is. Israel's 
fourth largest fashion market after 
England, Germany and Holland, 
and last year purchased some $20m. 
worth of fashion and textile items 
labelled “Made in Israel.”* 


During the past seven years, 
fashion exports to France have been 
increasing at an annual rate of 25-23 
per cent. According to Hannah 
Weiss, head of the Ready-to-Wear 
section al the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade, France began taking ἃ 
keen interest in Israeti fashion 
merchandise when Israel entered 
into its arrangement with EEC. 
“Consumer demand in France is 
higher than production,” Weiss 
said, “and Israel's marketing struc- 
ture is good for France because we 
ure good quick deliveries and can 
supply repeat orders much faster 
than the Far East." 


The main categories of fashion 
sales to France include panty hose, 
socks, underwear, infants knitwear, 
women's knitted and woven outwear, 
pants, suits, skirts, blouses and shirts.

Inflation continues into 1982

Prices of guods, which rose at a 
monthly rate of 6.6 per cent during 
the last quarter of 1981, compared 
to a 6 per cent rise in the previous 
quarter, continued their upward 
climb in the first months of 1982. 

This was reported last week by 
the Bank of Israel's research 
department, which also noted that 
unemployment figures remained 
relatively high.

ROBERT CRAIG, the dis- 
tinguished minister of St. Andrew's 
Church of Scotland in Jerusalem, 
has an amazing list of previous roles 
and achievements — British Army 
chaplain, professor, author, univer- 
sity administrator in Africa, and 
Commander of the Order of the 
British Empire, 

From his fourth-storey flat above 
St. Andrew's Hospice, Dr. Craig 
looks across the Hinnom Valley to 
the Greek Orthodox Seminary 
above the Sultan's Pool. “I recall 
teaching British Army ordinands in 
that building in 1946," he muses, 
“When 1 was demobilized from the 
army some months later, | never 
dreamed I'd return 33 years later to 
serve this parish as pastor.” 

He vividly remembers his first 
evening in Jerusalem in December 
1945, He had just crossed the Sinai 
desert from Egypt and he noticed 
Hanukka candles glowing in many 
windows — his first encounter with 
Jewish festivals. 

Chaplain Craig was pastor to the 
Scottish Battalion, with head- 
quarters in Afulu in 1946, On 
Christmas night 1945, in Nazareth, 
he met Wanda Strzelec, who was 
from Poland, She, her mother, 
grandmother, und two sisters had 
heen deported by Stalin, after ob- 
(taining auxiliary military status, 
they finally made their way to what 
was Mandatory Palestine. The 
Christmas ‘meeting with Olga blos- 
somed into love; and on June 26, 
1950, they were married.

academic work in America came 


flooding back when Craig recently’ 


visited Dr. Ursula Niebuhr, who 
was here as a member of the 
Jerusalem Committee. Craig had 
studied in New York during 1947- 
48. under her fate husband, 
Reinhold Niebuhr, one of the 
leading theologians of the last 50 
years, 

Later, Craig earned his Ph.D. un- 
der Donald Baillie at St. Andrew's 
University, This launched him in an 
academic career that led (o Africa. 

The Universily of Natal asked 
Craig to open a new department of 
divinity, which he did in 1950, Seven 
years later, distressed by the 
apartheid policy and convinced that 
no positive future lay in segregated 
education, he jeft for ἃ teaching 
post at Smith College in the U.S. 

Then, seven years later, Africa 
beckoned again. “When [ organized 
the Department of Theology in 
Salisbury, it was called the Univer- 
sity College of Rhodesia and 


Nyasaland. Only 25 per cent of the. 


students were black Africans, When 
I left 17 years ‘later, in 1980, the 
number had increased to 75 per 
cent.” 

Craig served for 11 years in 
university administration, most of it 
as principal and vice chancellor. 
During those years, the university 
continued to develop despite the 
political tempest that occurred

around it. Enrolment more than 
trebled:-Out of his deep conviction 
that faith in God compels him to be 
concerned about the development 
of people's potential in every area, 
he spurred the creation of faculties 
of medicine, engineering, law, min- 
ing, agriculture, and veterinary 
studies. 

To Craig's delight, a competent 
black African, Walter Kemba, 


replaced him when he retired, Craig 
visited Kemba, a Yale graduate and 
a lawyer, when he was invited back 
to Salisbury to receive an honorary 
doctorate last May. In recognition 
of his significant years of dedicated 
wees he was awarded a CBE in 
1981. 


ST. ANDREW'S CHURCH OF 
SCOTLAND in Jerusalem, with the 
Scottish flag flying above it, is a 
dramatic cultural and ethnic change 
for Dr. and Mrs. Craig. In Zim- 
babwe they were part of a while 
minority, where blacks outnumber 
whites 22 to 1. In Jerusalem they are 
part of a Christian minority, out- 
numbered by both Jews and 
Moslems. ᾿ 

“During our first year here we 
lived in an apartment building with 
32 Jewish tenants; we were the lone 
Gentiles," Craig recalls, “Our 
Israeli neighbours were extraor- 
dinarily kind to us, 

“I find the spirit of unity among 
most Christians remarkably strong 
here," he says. 


He participates in the 
Ecumenical Circle of Friends and 
the Ecumenical Theological 
Research Fraternity in Israel, and is 
proud of the way the Church of 


Scotland has taken an active, and at 
times pioneering, role in bringing 
Christians together. Rejecting ex- 
clusivist claims for its faith, St. 


Andrew's in Jerusalem has, since its 
founding, welcomed people from all 
branches of Christianity to the 
celebration of holy communion. 
“To ail who confess themselves to 
be Christians, we have ag open 
church, an open pulpit, and open 
communion, just as in Scotland,” 
says Cruig. 

The Church of Scotland has three 
centres in Israel. Its Tabeetha 
School in Jaffa, directed by Ms, 
Isobel Goodwin, has a student body 
of about 270, mostly from expatriate 
families living in the Greater Tel 
Aviv area. Students may attend 
through secondary school, and 
write the London University A-leve) 
exams. 

St. Andrew's Church in 
Jerusalem, which has an adjoining 
hospice, has changed a great deal 
since the days of the Mandate. 
General Allenby, whose portrait 
hangs in the hospice parlour, laid 
the foundation stone in 1930. Many 
of the police, army, and government 
personnel during the. Mandate were 
Scottish and attended services 
there. Today's congregation is more 
international. [n addition to local 
people, there are Presbyterians, 
people from Reformed churches, as 
well as those from other traditions 
from Europe, North America, 
Africa, and Asia. 

“It is good to be back in 
Jerusalem,” says Robert Craig. 
“I've gained a deeper, positive ap- 
precialion of Judaism, plus 
friendships which | will always 
cherish.”

But 
the atlempt al least to make such 
distinctions is surely fundamental to 
the structure of civilised life. Those 
who have made this decision must 
clearly spell out their grounds if

Our view is that the issue of these

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SOME FACTS ON HEALTH INSURANCE FOR RETIREES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — With reference to Mr. 
Michac! Shurman's letter of 
February 10 concerning health in- 
surance for immigrant retirees in 
Israel, we would like to give your 
readers the following information 
on the subject. 

First of all, there is no policy of 
denying health insurance to im- 
migrant retirees from the West or 
anywhere else. On the contrary, 
there are two possible choices for 
the immigrant retiree: 

1. At the end of his first six 
months in Israel during which every 
immgrant is entitled to health in- 
surance from the Histadrut's Kupat 
Holim, the retiree can get health in- 
surance for two and a half years 
from the Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs in the framework of a 
programme set up by the Ministry 
of Absorption. The monthly pay- 
ment varies according to the im- 
migrant's income. 

2. The immigrant retiree can 
join an independent programme of 
the Histadrut’s Kupal Holim or ol 
Kupat Holim Maccabi on condition 
that he was insured in one of these 
two funds during the first six months 


of his stay in Israel. For ἢ monthly 
payment, the retiree gets regular 
medical treatment und, in case ol 
hospitalization, he must contribute 
(5 per cent of the cost to the 
Histadrut's Kupat Holim and 30-to 
70 per cent to Maccabi. This 
programme is in fact a continuation 
of the first, which runs out after two 
and a half years. 

So much for the advice Mr. 
Shurman received to forget bout 
aliya after the age of 60 because he 
would not be able to get health in- 
surance in Israel,

THE ROLE OF PLASTIC SURGERY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post. 


Sir, — We all share Elana Raz’s 
concern (“‘Mongoloid children” — 
March 7) and are looking forward 
to the day when society will change 
its attitude to the Down's syndrome 
child. However, we have an accep- 
table new way to diminish some of 
the social difficulties facing our 
patients — by plastic surgery. 

_ We have never heard any objec- 
lion to convert other congenital 
defects such as cleft-lip palate, 
protruding ears, vascular and 
lymphatic malformation, hand 
malformations, etc., and all those 
are treated, preferably before the 
child is grown up, in order that no 
psychological burden is inflicted 
upon him, The same applies to cor- 
rection of “monstrous” appearance 
like in Crougon Disease, or condi- 
tions of hypertelorism (in which the 
eyes are far apart), where we per- 
form vast crario-facial surgery and 
80 far all of us — doctors, parents 
and children — are satisfied with 
the results, Therefore, why deny the 
same right to the Down's syndrome 
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children? 

The operations done on Down's 
syndrome children are much 
simpler. They are not very painful, 
and most of the children leave 
hospital after three or four days. 
The last of our 11 patients left 
hospital six days after surgery. Their 
appearance improved dramatically 
and we are sure that their speech 
will be improved as well after the 
tongue reduction (partial glossec- 
tomy). 

As far as expenses are concerned, 
the prothesis for one patient costs 
approximately $150, with three to 
six days hospitalization fees, In our 


opinion, this is a small price for a. 


substantial change which will 
enable the Down's syndrome child 
to have easier relations with his sur- 
roundings in his future life, which is 
our common goal

The West Bank confrontation

Unrest on the West Bank wor- 
sened last weck following the dis- 
banding by Israeli authorities of the 
town council of al-Bireh and 
replacement of its municipal of- 
ficials by un Isracli-appointed com- 
mittee, The council” had 
refused to have any dealings with 
the Israeli West Bank Civil Ad-. 
ministration, 

The current political leadership 
on the West Bank objects to the re- 
cent transfer of authority from the 
military to the civilian administra- 
tion because οἵα belief that this is a 
Slep towards autonomy.

The Israeli authorities closed the 
Jordan River bridges on Sunday to 
residents of Nablus, al-Bireh and 
Ramallah, and imposed day-time 
travel restrictions on their inhabi- 
tanta. 

(Despite the absence of peace 
between Jordan and Israel, the 
bridges across the Jordan have been 
open to two-way travel according to: 
a policy initiated by Israel soon 
after the 1967 war, ᾿ 

PLO Chief Yasser Arafut, in a 
message to Palestinians on the West 
Bank, congratulated them for their 
resistance to Israeli rule, and wished 


them success. 

On Saturday, a 17-year-old youth 
was shot and killed by soldiers in al- 
Bireh, and six other persons were 
wounded in a day of violent con- 
frontation in which a soldier was hit 
in the head by a rock hurled by a 
crowd of demonstrators. 

Disturbances were ulso reported 
from Hathoul, Hebron, Nablus and 
Bethlehem. In Bethlehem, soldiers 
welded shut the doors of one shop, 
upparently as punishment after a 
total commercial strike gripped the 
town, As on previous occasions, 4 
shop belonging to Mayor Elias Freij 
wits selected, 


A bus passing through the Arab 
section of Wadi Joz in East 
Jerusalem wus stoned on Saturday 
evening. The Dehaishe refugee 
camp oOniside Bethlehem was under 
curfew for several days after Israeli 
vehicles passing the cump were 
stoned. 

Demonstrations were nol con- 
fined to the West Bunk. Police used 
leargas to disperse a crowd of 
Isruclis whe guthered Saturday in 
Tel Aviv's Dicengoff Square to 
protest against the government's 
West Bank policy. In Jerusalem, 
small demonstrations were broken 
up by police outside President 
Yitzhuk Navon's residence and out- 
side the home of Prof. Menahem 
Milson, head of the Israeli West 
Bank Civil Administration. 

The opposition Alignment faction 
in the Knesset was meeting on Sun- 
day to consider the latest develop- 
ments on the West Bank, and the 
Communist-led Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality Party said it 
is introducing a motion of no- 
confidence in the government over 


its West Bank policy and the distur- 
bances. 


Meanwhile, Milson attacked Jor- 
dan for issuing threats against West 
Bank Palestinians who coopcrate 
with Isracli authorities by joining 
the Isrncli-assisted ‘‘villuge 
lengues.”’ Milson branded us "‘in- 
citeful and urrogant” threats by Jor- 
danian officials that Palestiniuns 
joining the leagues would be subject 
to legal proceedings and even the 
death penalty for ‘“vollaborating 
with the enemy." 

But speuking to reporters ia the 
Knesset, Mustafa Dudein, head of 
the village leagues in the Hebron 
dren, said the Jordanian threats 
were “ludicrous and medieval.” 

In Cinry, the Fureign Ministry 
said Egypt is following with “deep 
vuneern” developments in the West 
Bank following the dismissal of the 
il-Bireh town council. 


A ministry official also warned 
thal “escalation” in the West Bank 
Situation “will undoubtedly have α 
serious impact not only on the 
(Palestinian) autonomy negotia- 
tions, but also on the current peace- 
making process in the Middle 
East. 

In Washington, the U.S. on Fri- 
day called Israel's dismissal of the 
al-Bireh council “unfortunate.” 

And in Beirut, the PLO 
prociaimed a strike in Palestinian 
refugee camps in Lebanon on Fri- 
day as a show of solidarity with the 
West Bank. 

Some political observers see the 
unrest on the West Bank as the 
shaping of a confrontation between 
Israel's West Bank civil administra-

Freedom of the press 


ONLY LAST MONTH Israel scored important points in the “war of 
information” by exposing how some leading western media were sup- 
pressing reports of terrorist intimidation of their own correspondents 
in Beirut, Incidents of such intimidation and of outright threats were 
exposed by the director of the Israel Government Press Office, Ze'ev 
Chafets, and were ascribed mainly to Syrian agents in Lebanon and 
to some of the more extreme (actions of the PLO. 

At least some of these charges have since been corroborated by 
two prestigious newspapers, the London Observer and The New York. 
Times, although the latter was among the media which had bowed to 
the intimidation campaign and had at first sought to hush it up. As a 
result, The New York Times’ correspondent in Beirut, John Kifner, 
had to leave Beirut last month shortly after his exposure of repeated 
threats against western journalists. ᾿ ᾿ 

One should have expected that the same Israel authorities which 
were rightfully sensilive to the slanting and surpression of reports 
which emanate from Beirut, would make sure that the accepted 
safeguards upholding press freedom in [Israel were scrupulously ob- 
served. But events over the lust few weeks on the Golan Heights and 
most recently in the West Bank unfortunately prove the opposite.

The conflict over withdrawal

Wednesday has been declared by 
the Chief Rabbinate Council as a 
day of fast and atonement during 
which Jews are asked to pray that 
“the government consider its steps 
and decisions before Israel 
withdraws from the Rafiah area of 
Sinai” {as required by the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace treaty.) 

A Rabbinate source, while deny- 
ing that the announcement con- 
stituted intervention in political af- 
fairs, noted that according to Jewish 
religious tradition, the area of Sinai 
east of El Arish — which includes 
Yamit and the other Jewish com- 
munities being evacuated by April 
25 — are part of historic Eretz 
Yisrael (The Land of Israet.) 

Meanwhile, the diehard squatters 
who oppose withdrawal from Sinai 
jast week continued their campaign 
aguinst the government. In the set- 
tlement of Hatzar Adar in northern 
Sinai, a group of activists from the 
Movement to Stop the Withdrawal 
from Sinai returned last week after 
being evicted twice by the Army. 
The activists plunted trees, pitched 
a tent und began re-assembling 
structures that had been dismantled 
by soldiers. 

Two companies of paratroopers 
tuok eight hours to locale and 
tound up the squatters, some of 
whom hud fled to adjucent sand 
dunes. About 60 activists who 
eluded the soldiers ure believed to 
have found refuge in unother Jewish 
settlement, Atzmona. 

In nearby Talmei Yosef, t0 
women, some of them with their 
bubies, climbed onto the roof of one 
of the houses in the settlement to 
protest its dismantlement by Israeli 
soldiers, in preparution for handing 
over the settlement to the Egyp- 
tians,

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Golan still tense

MAJDAL SHAMS. ~— The general 
strike here protesting the introduc- 
tion of Israeli law to the Golan 
Heights entered its sixth week, and 
Golan Druse remained tense follow~ 
ing Friday's incident in which 
soldiers fired into the air after a 
large crowd tried to overturn ἃ 
military jeep on the main street of 

Mas'ada village. 

The Druse, most of whom have 
refused to accept Israeli identity 
cards, complain that their cattle, 
sheep and goats are atarving, since’ 
the authorities only grant permits 
for the use of state land near the 
Syrian border to those who agree to 
accept the documents. 

But OC Northern Command Aluf 
Drori asserted that not a single 
animal has died as a result of the 
siege clamped down on Golan vil- 
lages. In some cases, ane shepherd 
takes flocks belonging to three or 
four friends, it was reported, 

Leaders of the Mapam faction of 
lhe opposition Labour Alignment 
who visited the area on Friday said 
they will submil an urgent motion to 
the Knessel agenda asking for a 
debate on the situation and that the 
siege be tifted. MKs Victor Shem- 
tov, Dov Zuakin and Mohammed 
Watad, who complained that 
reporters were not allowed to uc- 
company them, said Uhat while the 
Druse told them they are not 
against Isracl, they consider them- 
selves Syrians, 

Al the weekend, representutives 
of the [sruel Union of Journalisis 
and the Editers' Committee ap- 
peiled to Prime Minister Begin to 
lift the restrictions placed on jour- 
aulisis covering the Druse areas of 
the Golun, 

The call for the prime minister's 
intervention came after repeated 
unsuccessful appeals to the military 
uuthorities about the restrictions. 


The most that the army 
spokesman was prepared to allow, 
and this only after repeated re- 
quests, was a conducted tour of the 
region; but this was no substitute for 
free access, The journalists and 
editors said they refused to accept 
this attack on journalistic freedom 
and resolved to take action to rouse 
public opinion to the situation. 

A group of 16 professors and Jec- 
turers from the law faculties of the 
Hebrew University and Tel Aviv 
University have protested against 
the blockade of the Druse villages 
on_the Galan. 

They issued a statement deplor- 
ing what they called ‘the in- 
discriminate collective 
punishment" applied in the area. 

They also protested the limita- 
tions placed on journalists wishing 
to cover the Golan and said the 
recourse to emergency reguilations 
from the time of the mandate was a 
“dangerous precedent.” 

The OC Northern Command Aluf 
Amir Drori said last week that 
about 700 locat Druse visit Jewish 
settlements in Upper Galilee daily 
for medical treatment orto buy sup- 
plies though only a third of this 
number huve returned to work out- 
side the Golan Heights, 

The roadblocks and other 
measures tnken by the IDF against 
the local population will remain in 
force for as lung us necessary, he 
suid. 

“The situation in the Druse 
villages today is much better than 
before the army intervened. Before 
the army emered the villuges, 
nobody could work, buy the 
necessities of life, till land or even 
visit u doctor. The radical groups 
compelled the mouderutes to do 
whit they were told, but today the 
local residents ure able to live nor- 
mally, The army pravides the local 
population with bread, milk and 
medical treatment," Drori said. 


Tora sages press claims 


The Council of Tora Sages, a 
group of eminent rabbis who guide 
Agudat Israel in religious matters, 
last week called on (he government 
for prompt action in amending the 
Law of Return so as to stipulate that 
conversion to Judaism for 
citizenship purposes must conform 
to Jewish religious law. 

Meeting in Jerusalem to review 
the implementations of coalition 
commitments to Agudat Israel, the 
Council also warned the govern- 
ment that it would forbid Orthodox 
Jews from flying El Al, if the 
national airline continued lo 
desecrate the Sabbath by flying on 
Saturdays und Jewish holidays. The 
violations niust stop by Passover, 
the Council rufcd. 

But Deputy Foreign Minister

The {9-passenger Arava has been 
renamed the “Cargo Commuter 
Liner" by Consolidated Aircraft 
Corporation, the firm with exclusive 
rights to sell the plane in the U.S. 
Airspur will operate five round-trip 
flights a day between the two 
California cities, 

Airspur has already taken 
delivery of four Aravas. Another six 
aircraft, costing some $1.7 million 
each, are scheduled to be delivered 
to the airline before the end of the 
year, when it will expand its com- 
muter service to Las Vegas and 
other West Coast cities. 

The Aravas will fy passengers 
during the day and be quickly con- 
verted to transport cargo during the 
night, according to Jack Gallagher, 
president of Airspur.

The Energy Ministry has given its approval (o 8 group of private in- 
vestors from the U.S, who want to set up an experimental nuclear reac- 
tor in Israel based on a new type of fusion process. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Berman said that no government funds wilt 
be spent on the $80 million project, designed to develop a new fusion 
process and determine if it has a potential for commercial production of 
electricity. The ministry has recommended to the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration that it provide a site for the reactor. 

Berman added that “dozens of Israeli scientists and technicians will 
be employed in the project and that this will advance the state of Israel's 


nuclear technology. 


Al Schwimmer, former director of tsrael Aircraft Industries, served as 
intermediary between the investors and the ministry. Also involved are 
R.W. Bussard, head of International Energy Systems Company of 
California, and Prof. Arye Shani, an Israeli now residing in the U.S, 

It is understood that the investors ure interested in a site along the 
southern coust near Nahal Sorek. But the head of the ministry's nuclear 
energy division suid that the small-scale experimental reuctor docs not 
have to be neat a source of large quantities of water, u stundurd require- 
ment for larger, operational power plunts. 

The process of nuclear fusion, which releases energy as nuclei of 
hydrogen atoms ure fused, has never been successfully harnessed to 
produce electricity, All existing nuclear power plunts, including those 
Israel seeks tc build during this decade, are based on fission processes 


which split the nuolei of uranium atoms,

ELEVEN scientists and two 
painters, Marc Chagall and Antoni 
Tapes of Spain, are being awarded 
the 1981 Wolf Prizes by President 
Yitzhak Navon this week in a 
ceremony at the Knesset. 

The Wolf Prizes, established in 
1978 for five scientific disciplines, 
bring $100/000 in cash and a 
citation, The art prize waa es 
tablished last year in memory of the 
founders of the Wolf Foundation,

For nearly 20 
years, he worked to develop a 
process for recovering iron from the 
cesidue of the smelting process. He 
was ultimately successful and his in- 
vention was utilized in steel fac- 
tories ull over the world, bringing 
Dr, Wolf considerable wenlth. 

He subsequently served ts Cuba's 
ambassador to Italy and in 196], at 
his request, he was named ambas- 
sador to Isracl, a post he held until 
1973, when Cuba cut diplomat ties 
with Israel. 


Share market recovers last month’s losses

TEL AVIV. — The sharp gains 
achieved by the share market last 
week increased the General Share 
Index to just a shade under its 
earlier high. It closed last week at 
120.6. At this level, the index neatly 
surpassed the level at which it had 
been on February 22, the day before 
the major sell-off instigated by 
Proposed changes in income tax 
Tegulations. 


On balance, the index advanced 
last week by 5.1 per cent. Since it is 
heavily weighted in favour of the 
banking sector, it did not fully 
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reflect some of the strong gains 
achieved. The services sector, for 
example, advanced by 17.2 per cent, 
while the real estate and land 
development group of equities sur- 
ged ahead by 14.6 per cent. Both 
were new highs for the year. 


Trading activity picked up con- 
siderably and reflected the fact that 
the general public started coming 
back into the market. It did so 
because it was difficult to resist par- 
ticipating in a market where in- 
dividual securities jump by 10, 15 
and 25 per cent in any given session.

Doubts on energy ‘breakthrough’ 
after inventor’s past is exposed 


Isrueli hopes for an “energy 
breakthrough" promised them by 
Economy Minister Ya'acov 
Meridor iwo days before the last 
gencral election were dampened 
last week when the shy inventor of 
the “Meridor Device" turned out to 
be a 47-year-old Tel Avivian, Danny 
Berman, who in 1980 was sentenced 
to a suspended 30-month prison 


term for fraud, theft and inper- . 


sonating an army officer, 

Nevertheless, the invention — 
veiled in an aura of secrecy and 
suspense since Meridor revealed its 
existence — has not yet been ruled 
out by all members οἵ the Israeli 
scientific and technological com- 
munity. 

“I did act hastily — so crucify 
me.” declared Meridor after the 
disclosures about Bernian. 

“Even if it is not a revolution, it 
(the invention) docs not warrant 
scorn,” said Professor Avraham 
Kogun, a leading energy expert al 
the Haifa Technion, 

As the week drew to a close, 
Minister Meridor announced that 
on the udvice of Prime Minister 
Begin he will not resign despite the 
apparent setback ta his energy 
“revolution.” 

Meridor's decision to carry on in 
politics, the Knesset and the 
economics ministry was under- 
scored following a 30-minute 
meeting with Begin at the Knesset. 

The premier told Meridor that 
he would not ask for the resignation 
of a man “whose intentions arc 
good, who invested his own funds in 
the project and who sincerely 
believes in jt,” 

When he left Begin’s office, 
Meridor told reporters that he con- 
tinues to believe in the invention 
with which he is involved. “The 
matier is now in the hands of 
Ministry of Energy scientists. Let 
them check it.” : 

Meridor said he had “no idea 
about inventor Danny Berman's 
past but 1 will not withdraw from 
the project. Berman's personality 
has nothing to do with his discovery," 

Berman himself said fast week 
that he had not told Meridor about 
his past for fear that it would in- 
fluence and prejudice his decision 
to invest in his invention. He main- 
tained that he had paid for his past 
mistakes and that these should not 
influence the evaluation of his pre- 
sent scientific work, He reported 
that Meridor had informed him that 
he will continue to finance the in- 
vention. 

Meridor, who appeared confident 
and in good spirits after leaving 
Begin's office in the Knesset, 
said he was “deeply hurt by the 
Press attacks upon me. I am gure 
that you will all reatize one day that 


E was right and that my name hes, 


been unjustifiably dragged through 
the mud.” ) 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, Technion professor 
Avrahun Kogan evaluated the in- 
vention us follows: 

“t believe the idea behind the in- 
vention is legitimate. If it can be 
properly developed, it won't make 
existing power stations redundant, 
But it may be integrated into ex- 
isting processes and improve their 
performance, in perhaps ten years.” 

Kogan was the first scientist to 
exaniine the invention and to issue 
an opinion on it to Meridor. 


He confirmed that he was ready 
to serve as scientific adviser to the 
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project, but “only to guide the 
Tesearch, not to engage in it per- 
sonally,” He also said he would 
want the publicity that has sur- 
tounded the project to be stopped, 
“The work should be pursued 
seriously and quietly, and not in the 
press,”” he said, 

He said that the idea was based 
on the exploitation of low- and 
medium-temperature gases to 
drive turbines ta generate 
electricity, The temperature range 
applicable ja between 200 and 250 
degrees centigrade, as against the 
450 degrees of the primary steam in 
existing power stations, 

“In principle, I believe there is a 
good chance to develop the process, 
it would be particularly valuable for 
producing electricity from low- 
temperature energy sources, such a5 
solar energy. 

“But even if it is not arevolution, 
it does not warrant scorn,” he ad- 
ded. 

He noted that if the developers 
succeeded in improving the energy 
efficiency by only 5 per cent over 
existing processes, they would ac- 
complish a great achievement and 
Open Up a huge world-wide market 
for the invention.

Meanwhile, the inventor of the 
energy-saving device, Danny Ber- 
man, acknowledged he had been 
Convicted of multipte fraud charges 
in 1980, but said that Meridor knew 
nothing of his past. : 

Asked by The Jerusqlem Post how 
this was possible, a man identifying 
himself only as “Berman's friend” 
sald over the phone from Berman's 
apartment: “Meridor did not ask," 

The “friend” also would not com- 
ment to The Post about the TV 
report that the details of Berman's 
past were leaked to reporters by the 
Labour Party, which had received 
the information from Berman's 
former colleagues at Tel Aviv 
University. 

Berman, 47, was sentenced in 
December 1980 by the Tel Aviv 
District Court to a suspended 30. 
month prison term for fraud, theft, 
and impersonating an army officer. 

According to the indictment, 
Berman was hired by Tel Aviv Un- 
iversity in 1972 ns an adviser on 
Equipment purchasing after presen- 
Ung the university with documents 
falsely attesting to a doctorate in 
acoustics, and claimed to have 
pred academic studies in that

But an internal university’ in- 
vestigation uncovered the fraud, 
pollce said. Borman worked at TAU 
from November (972 until July 
1973. Charges ‘against him were 
filed in 1976, 

Berman went on to establish a 
firm called Mibar Engineering and 
Consultant Services Ltd. and 
printed business cards giving his u- 
Ue as Dr. Daniel Berman, enginser- 
consultant, the indictment said. 


During the Yom Kippur War, the 
indictment said, Berman appeared 
on the TAU campus dressed in the 
uniform of an army major,while in 
fact, the highest rank he held had 
been corporal. 


Judge Menahem Man, in ren- 
dering the guilty verdict, said κε is 
my impression that (Berman) is a 
very talented man who is frustrated 
because he failed to complete his 
academic studies as he had plan- 
ned."

Pressure mounts in U.S. 
to bring PLO into talks

WASHINGTON. — A group of 
State Department career diplomats 
recommended late last year that the 
Reagan administration appoint a 
prominent Palestinian living in 
America to serve as a special in- 
termediary to the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

They specifically named three 
Palestinian professors teaching in 
the U.S. as possible candidates: 
Edward Said of Columbia Univer- 
sity, a member of the PLO's 
National Council, Hisham Sharabi 
of Georgetown University, a past 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Arab Americans, and Walid 
Khalidi of Harvard University and 
the American University in Beirut. 

Their report, classified “secret,” 
was officially circulated throughout 
the department and ils overseas 
posts under the auspices of the 
“Open Forum,” created in 1967 to 


try to bring the PLO into the 
negotiating process. Unlike the se- 
cond report, the first document was 
classified “secret.” 

The State Department 
Spokesman, Dean Fischer, in 
responding to questions about the 
Open Forum, hes insisted ihat its 


dissenting views do not officially. 


represent the department, but only 
the opinions of those diplomats on 
the working group. 

Other officials said lust week that 
there has been no change in U.S. 
policy toward the PLO. 

At the same time, however, these 
officials conceded that there is 
mounting pressure on the ad- 
ministration to take steps to bring 
the PLO into the peace negotiations 
and to work towards the creation of 
4 Palestinian “homeland or entity” 
on the West Bank and Gaza. 

The working group, chaired by 
Larry Roeder, Jr., an official in the 
office of East-West trade, proposed

In the 
spring 1982 issue of the Open Forum 
Journal, an unclassified document, 
the group issued a detailed proposal 
for the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state on the West Bank 
and Gaza.

As a first step, it suggested 
sending 1 prominent Palestinian liv- 
ing in America with an official mes- 
sage from the U.S. government to 
the PLO leadership proposing the 
start of a secret dialogue.

Experts warn of Iraq’s 
nuclear-bomb potential 


PARIS (UPI), — French scientists 
Jast week presented President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand with a report which 
apparently accepts Israel's justifica- 
tion for the air strike by its air force 
which destroyed Iraq’s.French-built 
Tammuz nuclear reactor last June, 

The report warns Mitterrand that 
the proposed sale to Iraq of low- 
grade nuclear fuel for use in a new 
French-built reactor could lead to 
the development of a nuclear 
weapon. 

A report prepared at Mitterrand's 
request by Georges Amsel, director 
of the National Scientific Research 
-Centre, ‘said the French proposal to 
supply the reactor with caramel — 
generally considered to be a non- 
military fuel used primarily in the 
production of nuclear energy — 
could be dangerous. 

Amsel's report, also signed by 
four other prominent scientists, said 
that the caramel uranium oxide 
slightly enriched with Uranium 235 
was not capable alone of producing 
weapons-grade material, But ifa 
layer of natural uranium were ad- 
ded to the caramel it could be trans- 
formed into the plutonium needed 
to manufacture a bomb. 

“The reconstruction of the 
Osirak reactor currently under 
study could be used for military 
ends by Iraq even if caramel rather 
than enriched uranium is supplied 
for its operation," the report said.

to rebuild the Tammuz reactor 
destroyed June 7 by the Israeli air 
raid and requested the supply of 
high-quality weapons-grade fuel for 
its operation, France agreed in prin- 
cipte to providing and building the 
plant but said it would only supply 


low-grade fuel suitable for produc-., 


ing nuclear energy. The question of 
fuel provision has stilt not been 
resolved. 

The scientists’ report said es- 
timates on the exact amount of 
plutonium the Osirak plant is 
capable of producing vary from 3.3 
kg to 10 kg per year. 

“With just 6 kg needed to 
produce an atomic bomb, the risk is 
self evident,” Amsel said.

HAD THE great 12th cenwry 
physician, philosopher and codifier 
of Jewish law, Maimonides, written 
his code today, he might have refer-" 
red explicitly to cigarette smoking 
in the following passage; “It is a 
positive commandment to remove 
and to guard against things that can 
be regarded as a danger to life...If 
one were to disregard them saying, 
‘This is my life and it is no one else's 
business,’ or if he admits that they 
are dangerous but still insists on us- 
ing them, then he deserves to be 
flogged." (Hoshen Mishpat, 427, 8f.) 

Even those who argue in defence 
of their smoking, saying that afer 
all there are some people who seem 
to get away with il and live long 
lives in spite of their habit, should 
consider that Jewish law legislates 
against putting one's life even in ἃ 
position of potential danger. 

Thus the code of law (ibid., and 
Yore Dea, \16) emphasizes that one 
must not drink uncovered water or 
eat any food that may be dangerous. 
Clearly, not everyone who drinks 
the suspected water will die, but it is 
sufficient for the law that there is a 
potential danger, and some drinkers 
may be affected. Hence, the 
prohibition. 

It is not generally known that the 
reason for the prohibition of eating 
meat and fish together is for reasons 
of health (Yore Dea, ibid.). What 
could be said then about the much 
more serious and prevulent dangers 
of cigarette smoking? If all the 
medical evidence is to be ucvepied, 
there ig not only a danger to the 
smokers, but also to those who 
breathe the polluted air.

WHILE ONE IS glad to seo super- 
markets competing in prices, it is 
also comforting to find them com- 
peting in courteous service as well. 
At the moment, two major chains 
are running good-service campaigns 
— the countrywide Super-Sol chain 
and the Sharon region cooperative, 
which runs the Supermarkets from 
Hadera to Eilat. 

David Weinshall, the new general 
manager of Super-Sol, assures me 
that the current campaign is simply 
a “deepening of Super-Sol’s long 
tradition” of good service, not an 
indication that anything in par- 
ticular needed correcting. In the 
coming weeks, volunteers will be 
going around to the chain's 43 
stores to give points for various 
aspects of good service, including 
the appearance of employees, their 
courtesy and helpfulness, ef- 
ficiency, cleanliness of the 
premises, etc, 

One of the most frequent com- 
plaints I hear about food stores, not 
necessarily Super-Sol, concerns 
employees smoking while handling 
food. Weinshall told me that store 
staff are not supposed to smoke on 
the job, and that the directives are 
most stringent as regards food- 
handling personnel. Another 
commonly-heard complaint is about 
dirty aprons. This, too, is one of the 
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matters under scrutiny. 

Weinshall said the Hebrew slogan 
for the current campaign Is Sherut 
Ishi, which means “personal ser- 
vice,” the latter word also being an 
acronym of the Hebrew for 
courtesy, efficiency and service, 
Last month, Super-Sol gave an 
award for its best individual worker, 
this month its emphasis is on the 
image of the entire store. Readers 
will probably agree that the level of 
service varies greatly from branch 
to branch of the same chain, It is 
gencraily the local manager who 
sets the tone for his individual store, 
no matter how. many directives 
come from the main office. 


The Sharon Cooperative Chain's 
good-service campaign is called 
Miviza Ahat, Campaign No.), and 
they, too, have made use of the 
acronym device: “Πα! also stands 
for adivut (courtesy), Aiyuch (smile) 
and toda (thanks). The employee 
among all the 97 branches who best 
represents these three qualities will 
be chosen for an award.

ALI, or “Abu Nafez,” lives in one 
of the small villages in the Ramallah 
district. Together with his family he 
farms less than two-and-a-half acres 
of land in the steep hills and narrow 
wadis that run down from the 
Mountuin ridge between Nablus and 
Jerusalem to the coastal plain. 

He has a wife, 10 children, a few 
goats and sheep and a donkey. The 
donkey he uses for plowing and for 
getting to the Jewich agricultural 
seltlements in the Jerusalem 
corridor where he is employed as a 
day labourer. The lite bit of land 
he farms provides olives and oil, figs 
and plums, a litthe grain and an 
assortment of vegetables. 

His village, which I refrain from 
identifying at his insistence, gets iis 
water from a central spring, will be 
linked to the East Jerusalem 
electricity grid in a few months’ 
time and does not have a paved 
street. The younger children attend 
a local primary achool bul thase 
who go on to secondary school must 
walk five kilometres to a neighbour- 
Ing village. 

As far as he is concerned, the vil- 
lage hes “always” been there. His 
clan or Aamula was one of the four 
that Founded the village at least five 
generations ago. The electricity 
pylons that have recently appeared 
are one of the most dramatic signs 
of modernization; change bas been 
slow. His standard of living, he 
acknowledges, is vastly different 
from what it was a decade ago. 


ACCORDING to demographers 
and sociologists, between 60 and 65 
per cent of the West Bank popule- 
tion is made up of people like Ali 
and his family. 

It is this majority, long ignored by 
Jordanian, Palestinian and Israeli 
political planners, that has recently 
drawn the military government into 
actively fostering a new political 
movement in the territories. 

The method chosen has been the 
establishment of the rabeta ai-kur'a, 
or village leagues, a new-old system 
which is seen by some as ἃ means of 
eventually implementing Patesti- 
nian autonomy, and by others as an 
attempt to divide and rule, 

Though the firat league was es- 
tablished more than three years ago, 
and the idea had been discussed in 
the Defence Ministry for some time 
before. that, the leagues only 
became the focus of Israeli efforts 
on the West Bank when Prof. 
Menachem Milson was appointed 
head of the civil administration last 
November. 

The most powerful of the five 
leagues in existence today is the one 
in Hebron headed by Mustafa 
Doudin, The other four are in the 
Ramallah district, Bethlehem, the 
village of Habla (near Tulkacm) and 
Jenin. Together they exercise at 
{east geographic jurisdiction over 
most of the West Bank except the 

lightly populated Jordan valley and 
the Nablus area, which is perhaps 
the bastion of Palestinian 
nationalism. 


WITH THE ACTIVE nee of the 
military government the feagues 
prospered, Funds for village 
development long withheld or not 
even dreamed of suddenly became 
available. Membership grew and in 
Hebron was said to have reached 
2,000. 

The assassination of the head of 
the Ramallah villnge league, Yusuf 
al-Khatib, prompted the military 
government to arm nad train at least 
200 of the lengue supporters who 
are now highly visible body-guards 
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Mustafa Doudin heads the strongest of the village leagues, in the Hebron area.

Things seemed to be going well. 
The PLO was perturbed, Jordan 
was silent, and Israel ot last ap~ 
peared to have found what so many 
experts insisted was there all along 
— a non-PLO majority, 

And then, about two wecks ago, Jor- 
danion Prime Miniter Muda Badran 
announced that those who sup- 
ported the village leagues were col- 
laborating with the “Israeli occupa- 
tion authorities.” He issued a 
military order giving them one 
month to withdraw or otherwise 
face treason proceedings and the 
possible confiscation of their 
property or the death penalty 
should they ever fall under Jorda- 
nian jurisdiction. 

The Jordanian move was a direct 
challenge to Israel’s bid for political 
control of the area. Much ii at stake 
for the Jordanians and the so-far 
silent PLO as well as for [srael, But 
it seems that it is Israel that has 
most to lose — apart from the 
league leaders themselves, that is. 

The village leagues have their 
historical antecedents in the time 
of the British Mandate when the 
Arab affairs section of the Jewish 
Agency attempted, in the early 

1930s, to foster opposition to the 
nationalist Supreme Moslem Coun- 
cil which was dominated by the 
Husscini family in Jerusalem, This 
opposition was based on village 
leaders from Beit Guvrin, Abu 
Gosh and Ein Karem, 


THE SOCIAL backgrounds of the 
various village leagues in the West 
Bank are not identical. Most people 
agree that Doudin does have a real 
power base in his expanded family 
in the Dura area. 

“The late chairman of the Ramal- 
Iah league, Yusuf al-Khatib, was not 
ἃ comparable figure to Doudin, and 
he has been succeeded by his even 
less-notable son," noted one 
Ramallah resident. The Khatibs, 
unlike Bishara Kumsiya in 
Bethiehem, were successful in 
mobilizing their entire clan; ‘‘But it 
is a nothing clan in Bit'in — a 
nothing village.” 

Kumsiya, a former taxi-driver, 


has not won the support of his clan. 
The so-called intelligentsia of his 
family have publicly dissociated 
themselves from their cousin. His 
league is said to number no more 
than 15 individuals and is based in 
the town's former post olfice. 

In the tiny village of Habla, a 
former gardener and employee of 
one of the wealthier families in the 
area, Abu Marzouk, was appointed 
chairman of the league. His ap- 
paintment drew chuckles from 
many local residents. 

“The leagues should be seen in 
their regional context," said a 
knowledgeable observer. ‘In the 
Hebron area, for instance, it is 
based on strong kinship, but in 
other areas it might exploit the con- 
flict between two feuding families 
or even religious antagonism." 

Little is known of the league in 
the Jenin area but attempts by the 
civil administration to enlist Abdul 
Rauf Fares, the wealthy and in- 
fluential chairman of the 
Agricultural Export Association in 
the Nablus district, have failed. 


LIKE MANY OTHER societies 
Arab society in the West Bank 
fostered a aystem of patronage. 

As local administration became 
more centralized and more 
bureaucratic with the decline of the 
Ottoman Empire, the role of the 
mukhtar as tax-farmer and 
policeman diminished and his legal- 
clerical importance increased. 

“The function of the mukhtar to 
supply verifications... and 
documents... for the identity, per- 
sonal status, the integrity property 
and inheritance of the villagers... 
was ἃ source Of great power,” writes 
Gabriel Baer in his study of the 
mukhtars. 

Many academic and intelligence 
experts have noted that this system 
of patronage in the West Bank has 
been maintained if not fostered in 
the 15 years of Israeli rule — not 
by the Israelis but by the Jorda- 
nians, and, since the estalishment 
of the joint Jordanian-PLO commit- 
tee in 1978/79, by the PLO itself. 

Even before the lavish support of 
the “Steadfastness fund" became 
available, Jordan maintained its in- 


fluence by issuing passports for 
travel in the Arab world, school- 
leaving certificates, and the all- 
important ‘certificates of origin” 
which prove thal agricultural and 
other produce exported from the 
West Bank to Jordan does not 
originate in Israel. 

Applications for aid have had to 
be endorsed by the local mayors or 
by recognized Jordanian 'tepresen- 
latives. Meetings with Jordanian 
government officials were arranged 
(or torpedoed) from the West Bank. 

Some Israeli opinion criticized 
the mililary government's tacit ap- 
proval of this patronage, which in- 
creasingly favoured some of the 
most openly avowed PLO represen- 
tatives in the area. “Why should 
Israel, which, after all, has physical 
control of the area, not acquire 
some of the political influence this 
dispensation of favours brings with 
it?” the argument went. Hence the 
village leagues. 


THE FOSTERING of the lcagies 
has been accompanied by an official 
ban on the import of funds from the 
joint Jordan-PLO committee and 
increasingly atringent control of the 
finances of the municipalities and 
charitable organizations, The flow 
of money across,the open Jordan 
bridges has dwindled to a trickle. 

“Basic support for the leagues 
comes from the military govern- 
ment channelling money through 
the leagues while denying it from 
other sources,” conceded several 
people. 

But the favours the leagues can 
offer go beyond money, Requests 
for family reunions are expedited if 
presented to the military governor 
through the league, 1.D. cards 
seized by the army during 
demonstrations are returned via the 
leagues. Ramallah residents now re- 
quire a “good conduct” credential 
from their league in order to renew 
their driving licences. . 

Teachers dismissed in several 
areas of the West Bank because 
they belonged to a teacher's union 
which supported the recent atrike 
for higher pay have been given to 
understand that they can get their 
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jobs back if they apply via the 
leagues. 

Indeed, the facation of the 
leagues within the municipal boun- 
daries of Hebron, Bethlehem and 
Ramailah fuels the suspicion that 
they are being groomed to replace 
the municipalities. 

A number of the American volun- 
tary aid organizations active in the 
West Bank are worried that their 
programmes may require dealings 
with the village leagues. “There 
have been a number of indications 
at a fairly informal level that certain 
projects require at least consulta- 
tion with them, if not their ap- 
proval,” said the director of one of 
these organizations in East 
Jerusalem last week. “The leagues 
have been formed for a political 
purpose. Our association with them 
would thoroughly politicize our 
work, which we have always 
refrained from doing.” 


THE LEAGUES were able to func- 
tion because of an implicit under- 
standing that Jordan did not object 
to them, “Jordan was basically in- 
different," said one source. 

The league leaders were able to 
use this tacit Jordanian support to 
present themselves as authentic 
leaders in the eyes of their potential 
constituency; and the occasional 
anti-PLO statement certainly did 
not bother Amman. 

But the change at least in the 
middle level of the Jordanian 
government wus rot as sudden as it 
appears. “For the last few months, 
Jordan TV has been referring to the 
‘so-called rabeta al kur‘a’ — a clear 
signal that they were slipping in 
favour,” said one observer.

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IN A MATTER of days Israeli 
visitors will no longer have free ac- 
ceas to southern Sinai. ᾿ 

The real question, however, is 
what will the situation be after April 
26 for the hundreds of thousands of 
people in this country who have en- 
joyed the Sinai's many faces for the 
past 14 years?

WILL ALL THIS be lost? Will the 
Red Sea coast now become nothing 
more than a string of hotels — 
island of pleasure for the wealthy, 
where isolation and the touch of 
nature will be hard to find amid the 
ait-conditioned dining rooms und 
the organized sports. 

What will be the fate of those who 
wish to escape to the high moun- 
tains, or spend the day with Heduin 
friends they have mude over the 
years in the interior? Will ane be 
restricted to driving only to and 
from the international border to one 
of the resurrected resorts?

(But) Agnon’s house will (now) be 
preserved for generations,” said the 
white-haired former mayor, whom 
Agnon — Israel's only Nobel Prize- 
winner for Literature (1966) — used 
to refer to as “sar ha‘bira™ (minister 
of the capital). 

“Ὁ confess } was among the scep- 
tics," said Mayor Teddy Kollek, 
referring to the desirability of 
preserving Beit Agnon as 8 museum 
or haven for ilterary researchers. “1 
doubted that a man’s spirit can stick 
to a house. And during the discus- 
sions about the project, 1 chanced 
to visit the house of Robert Burns in 
Edinburgh, and 1 was the only 
person to visit the house during thet 
week. But I express my hope that 
this house will fulfill the hopes of 
the project's initiators,” sald the 
mayor, ᾿ 

In the newly painted beige lounge 
of the renovated, two-storey con- 
crete house, Prof. Ephraim Urbach, 
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Judaica scholar and president of the 
Israel Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, spoke of his former 
doubts about the project: 

“T once strolled in Jerusalem's 
streets with Agnon, and we talked 
about preservation of the houses of 
greal writers as museums and 
national shrines. ‘What does a man 
get out of visiting Goethe's house in 
Frankfurt?’ Agnon asked me. ‘What 

oes he get out of seeing the bed on 
which the poet once slept? Or what, 
for that matter, does Goethe gain by 
it all?" asked Agnon. And I, in my 
innocence, then agreed with 
Agnon’s apparent argument or hint 
against preserving his house in 
Jerusalem.” . : 

But, Urbach continued, “at the 
same lime Agnon was discussing the 
project with Ish-Shalom and others. 
He may well have feared that 
nothing would come of the talks and 
committees," Agnon, according to 
Urbach, was interested in the 
preservation of an Agnon House. 

“Some people have said that 
Agnon did not particularly like this 
house nor was he efithusiastic about 
the idea of its preservation,” said 
Ish-Shalom. 

But this was not so, said Ish- 
Shalom, who proceeded to “prove” 
this by Quoting from Agnon’s works: 
“T bullt me a house, and a garden, 
and planted a tree (in it), and sal in 
it with my family.” Agnon warned 
of “the sword of the desert (which) 
hung over (my house)"; and "1 built 
it Instead of ouc destroyed 
Temple.”

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Labour attacks decision to investigate 1933 Arlosoroff murder

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
last week came oul against the 
government's decision to set up a 
commission of inquiry to investigate 
the 1933 murder of Labour Zionist 
leader Haim Arlosoroff, while the 
cabinet move was cheered in the 
prime minister's own party, Herut. 
The three suspects in the murder, 
all ucquitted, were members of the 
Zionist Revisionisl movement, 
forerunner of Mr. Begin’s Herut 


party. 

Labour’s chairman, Shimon 
Peres, told reporters that to his 
mind the cabinet decision is 
“ludicrous. However, the fact that 
no one opposed the move in the 
cabinet gives great cause for con- 
cern, An inquiry commission could 
not clear the air so many years after 
the events and is no more then an 
arg: to rewrite history." 

MK Abba Eban said the question 
now “is not who murdered 
Arlosoroff but when this country 


will recover ita sanity.” He advised 
the government to find out first who 
booby-trapped the cars of Arab 
mayors in the West Bank. 
before discovering the identity of 
Arlsoroff'a killers. 

But Herut's Knesset faction chief 
Ronnie Milo said that “a matter of 
principle is involved. The 
Arlosoroff murder was used aa bla- 
tant blood libel, not only against 
three individuals, but also against 
the whole Revisionist movement. 
This wrong can only be righted by a 


full impartial investigation, which is 
necessitated by the fact that the old 
smears and suspicions are being 
constantly evoked over and over 
again, as has occurred most recently 
in a book by Shabetai Tevet.“ 
Following the cabinet decision, 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
signed the official letter to Supreme 
Court president Moshe Landau ask- 
ing him to set up a state commission 
of inquiry into the Arlosoroff 
murder allegations, which Begin 
said have besmirched the 


Revisionist party since 1933. 

The Knesset presidium, at the 
government's insistence, last week 
denied urgency to three motions for 
the agenda about the inquiry. The 
motions had been requested by 
Michael Bar-Zohar (Alignment. 
Labour) Mordechai Ben-Porat 
(Telem) and Geuta Cohen (Tehiya). 

The three MKa all complained 
that the government wanted to 
create ἃ massive red herring to 
divert the nation from its real 
problems. 


ON JULY 25, 1973, the leader of 
the Gahal (the precursor of today's 
Likud) opposition, Menachem 
Begin, sparked an uproar in the 
Knesset when he demanded the es- 
tablishment of an official commis- 
sion of inquiry to probe the 
Arlosoroff murder of June 1933. 
Begin argued that despite the 
judicial acquittal of the three Jews 
charged with the murder of the 
Labour movement leader, the 
Mapai forerunners of the Labour 
Party had insisted all along that they 
were mone the less guilty of that 
murder. Two generations of Israclis 
had been inculcated with the gist of 
the Mapai poster that reiterated the 
chacge despite an appeal court's 
finding, Begin declared, labelling it 
“a blood Ilbel.”” 

The uproar of mutual Labour and 
Herut recriminations in the Knesset 
came when then prime minister 
Golda Meir, urged Begin to drop 
his request and warned him that if 
he did not he could expect the 
Revisionist “mood of incitement” 
of the period preceding and sur- 
rounding (he murder to be probed 
and aired as well. 

“Knesset Member Begin was not 
in the country at the time of the 
murder, but 1 was,” Golda told the 
Knesset. "When I recall that period 
[ get shivers up my spine. I 
temember the incitement against 
dear Haim Arlosoroff. | remember 
the editorials in the Revisioniat 
press in the country and abroad and 
ihe inciting broadsides. Any 
reasonable person could only con- 
clude that young people, persuaded 
by those articles that accused 
Arlosoroff of treachery and of sell.

Stavsky and Zvi Rosenblatt. 
Today's dwindling number of old: 
timers who were young political 
war-horses at the time of the drama 
of the murder and its aftermath find 
it hard to believe that younger 
generations “who knew not Haim 
and Viudimir” could not care less, 
To them, the Arlosoroff murder, 
“the Revisionist incitement,” the 
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“Mapai blood libel" are as fresh 
and relevant as if they occurred just 
yesterday. 

For Menachem Begin, who was a 
20-year-old Betar youth leader in 
Poland at the time, the Arlosoroff 
case was merely the first in o long 
list of Labour movement outrages 
and “blood libels' against the 
Revisionist movement, from which 
he sprang, and Herut, which he 
founded, which must be corrected 
and avenged. , 

On the Labour side, there are old- 
timers who are still convinced that 
the Revisionists instigated 
Artosoroff's murder and actually 
perpetrated the killing itself. 
Founding father David Ben-Gurion 
remained persuaded of this to his 
dying day. He also cleverly ex- 
ploited the issue to freeze Begin's 
Herut out of coalition politics for 
Israel's first two decades, by 
limiting the “legitimate” coalition 
spectrum to all parties “with the 
eyception of Herut and the Com- 
munists.” 

Nor was Begin, who obviously 
feels deeply on the matter, averse Lo 
using it as 4 polilical spade. 


IT IS admittedly difficult, if not im- 
possible, to convey the hate- 
suffused ambience of those times to 
(Israelis under, say, 65, who, even if 
they were here at the time the 
traumatic watershed affair 
. developed, wore too young to be in- 
fluenced by it. 

Perhaps the best analogy would 
be to try to imagine the mutual 
animosity which today 
characterizes the Kahane-Aricl- 
Gush Emunim fanatics and the

The case that 
refuses to die 


The Post’s Yosef Goell explains the political 
conflict that has once again brought the 
Arlosoroff murder to the fore.

Political scene of the country. 

Ihat was the atmosphere that 
dominated the politics of the Vishuv 
in the early Thirties, when the 
British were clearly reneging on the 
promise of the Balfour Declaration; 
when Hitler had just come to power 
in Germany; and when Mapai had 
taken control of the ruling coalition 
in the World Zionist movenient, and 
Viadimir Jabotinsky’s Revisionists, 
from their power base in Poland, 
were hell-bent on wresting that con- 
trol for themselves, 

But what need of analogies when 
some of the people who lived 
through that period are still very 
much with us and willing to testify 
to the atmosphere, Some of those 
veterans, from both sides of the 
Labour-Revisionist divide, begged 
off getting involved again. Two, 
however, agreed to speak their 

minds. 
PROF, YOSEF NEDAVA, who 
teaches Zionist history at Haifa 
University, and is completing a 
book on the Arlosoroff case, was an 
18-year-old momber of the small 
Betar youth movement at the time 
of the murder, Later, he served his 
legal apprenticeship with the Haifa 
barrister, Mordechai Eliash, who 
represented Arclosoroff’s wife Sima 
in the murder trial, ᾿ 

The soft-spoken Nedava, who is 
as far as can be from the image of 
the rabid Mapai-baiting 
Revisionists of the 1930s, is con- 
vinced that Begin's step in setting 
up the commission of inquiry was a 
just and necessary one, He believes: 
the probe can be carried out quickly 
and will serve to “lance the wound 
that has been suppurating" for near- 
ly half ἃ century. ; 

He rejects charges that the prime 


minister's intention is to smear to- 
day's Labour Party with the blood- 
libel charge. “After all, neither 
Peres, Rabin, nor any other of to- 
day's Labour people was around 
then, so there should be nothing to 
fear from that direction.” 

Nedava recalls the persistent 
Mapai exploitation of the allega- 
tions that Revisionists had killed 
Arlosoroff. He quotes from an arti- 
cle by Ben-Gurion in a Yiddish paper 
in Poland several days after the 
crime, in which he wrote of the 
Revisionists as “capable of any out- 
rage, Including violence and even 
murder." 

The political background to all of 
this was Mapai’s drive for 
hegemony in the Zionist movement, 
Nedava claims. 

“Look at the figures. In the elec- 
tions to the {7th Zionist Congress in 
1931, Mapai got 29 per cent and the 
Revisionists 21 per cent. In the elec- 
tions to the 18th Congress in 1933, 
Mapai got 44 per cent but the 
Revisionists dropped to 14 per 
cent.” 

Nedava recalled that on the mor- 
row of the murder he was one of the 
crowd outside the morgue where 
Arlosoroff's body had been 
brought, “Already on that first day, 
when there was no proof of 
anything yet, 1 heard people all 
around me accusing the 
Revisionists of the crime," he said. 

“In the following years, we 
Revisionists were branded as 
murderers, even though a number 
of Mapai leaders were by then con- 
vinced of the thesis that Arabs had 
killed Arlosoroff, My wife, who was 
also a Betar member, had two 
cousins who were members of kib- 
butzim, and they refused to visit her 
and ‘set foot in the home of a 
murderess.” 

“It's that atmosphere that must 
be expunged. it's true that we Jews, 
as a people, are prone to such in- 
ternecine strife. And we have this 
extraordinarily developed historic 
memory, But that’s the way we are. 
Given that, we should at least en- 
sure that justice is done, even after 
all these years.” 


EIGHTY-FIVE-year-old David 
Hacohen, the veteran Mapai per- 
sonality, had rushed to the side of 
Aclosoroff's widow, Sima, soon 
after receiving the news of the as- 
sassination in his Haifa home. “We 
were all there," he said, naming 
Moshe Shertok (Sharett), 
Arlosoroff’s secretary and succes- 
sor, Dov Hos, Eliahu Golomb, the 
commander of the Hagana, and 
Shaul Avigur, another senior 
Hagana officer. "1 remember it as if 
it were yesterday. Sima was as lucid 
as can be and she kept on telling us: 
‘They were Jews, one tall, one 
short” ὃ “ΝᾺ 

: “The. details she gave us con- 
vinced me that her identification 
was eso absolutely correct, This 
conviction finally jelled when she 
positively identified Stavsky in the 
Police line-up as the tall one who 
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had flashed the light into 
Arlosoroff’s face for the second ac- 
complice to shoot." 

Hacohen said that Abba Ahimeir, 
the firebrand who was the moat ag- 
gressive of Arlosoroff's detractors 
in the Revisionist press, had been 
his classmate at Tel Aviv's Herzliya 
Gymnasium before World War I, 
and that they had once roomed 
together. 

“1 have no doubt that Ahimeir 
was one of the major contributors to 
the creation of the atmosphere-in 
which the assassination was made 
possible. But 1 always rejected the 
allegation that he had been directly 
involved in the murder. 

“] never joined in the howls 
against Jabotinsky either. 

“These things are very complex," 
went on Hacohen. “Ben-Gurion, 
who believed to his dying day that 
the Revisionists killed Arlosoroff, 
initiated talks with Jabotinsky a 
year after the murder to establish a 
common front with the Revisionists 
against the British, Both men by 
then shared the view that the British 
had abandoned their commitment 
to the idea of a Jewish national 
home in Pulestine and were ap- 
parently willing to bury the hatchet 
to unite in facing that threat. But 
the party did not back Ben-Gurion 
on that. 


“WE HAVE this curse of long 
memories of early enmities, For one 
thing | have to give Begin credit. It 
would have been the easiest and 
most natural thing for him, ufter the 
UN General Assembly had dealt us 
a lousy, unworkable partition, to re- 
ject it out of hand und continue the 
underground rebellion. ᾿ 
“Instead, he swallowed the parti- 
tion, came up out of the un- 
derground, dissolved his Irgur 
forces and merged them into_an 
Israel army whose generals all came 
from the Hagana, It was a veritable

Agony of making it

MOVIES come and go, open and 
close, events that I regularly report 
in this column and which rarely af- 
fect me personally, An exception is 
Repeat Dive, a new film by Shimon 
Dotan that opened last week in the 
main cities. 

The story begins in Los Angeles 
in 1978, a year I spent in the city 
where [ was born and raised, In an 
effort to expand this country's small 
cinema industry, what was then the 
Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry had turned to Hollywood 
for help. Hot directors such as 
Herbert Ross (The Turning Point), 
Atlan Pakula (All the President's 
Men), Arthur Hiller(Love Srory) and 
William Friedkin (The French Con- 
nection) had agreed to take young 
(sraeli filmmakers in tow. 


Lyricist Haim Hefer, then 
cultural attaché at the Israel con- 
sulate, called me one day to an- 
nounce that the first of the appren- 
tices had arrived, and to ask a 
favour. Shimon Dotan, he said, who 
was to spend a few months looking 
over the shoulder of Herbert Ross 
as he directed California Suite, had 
brought a script with him. Tickets co 
Sammy Davis had been awarded a 
production grant of ILim. by the 
Council of Culture and Art, a third 
of what it would take to mount the 
project, Would { translate the script 
into English so that Dotan would 
have something to show likely in- 
vestors? 


Pressed for time 1 said no, and 
then reluctantly agreed, charmed by 
the bright, perceptive, soft-spoken 
Dotan, Then 28, the Rumanian- 
born Tel Avivian had grown up on 
Moshav Arugot and spent five years 
in the navy's Trogman unit beforo 
being infected with cinema fever. 
He enrolled in Tel Aviv University's 
film class on a whim, but stuck with 
his major because he won honour 
after honour. Tickets to Sammy 
Davis, his first attempt at a feature- 
length film, was based on a story 


aboul life as a frogman, that he had 
one once told to novelist Yehudit 
Hendel. 

What ! didn't know then was thal 
Agrecing to the translation would 
lead to my having to make hundreds 
of phone calls and arrange dozens 
of meetings with potential 
moneymen for Dotan, whose 
English was still poor. The recipient 
of two “Best Short Israeli Film” 
awards spent every morning at the 
Burbank Studios, watching Ross 
draw from his cast performances 
that earned Oscar nominations. 
Every afternoon he would sit with 
wealthy Los Angeles Jews or high- 
powered Hollywood producers, try- 
ing to raise $300,000. 


ALMOST EVERYONE who read 
the script, including Ross, was 
impressed by Dotan'’s writing ability 
and the movie's potential, 

The story of how service in the 
elite unit affected the personal lives 
of the young frogmen was both in- 
teresting and polgnant. 

The problem was that the local 
Jews saw $300,000 as a great deal of 
money, while the producers used to 
budgets in the millions couldn't deal 
with such a trivial sum. Al night, 
aided by Dotan's roommates 
Yonalan Aroch, who was observing 
Hal Ashby, and Dorit Ofer, who 
was working on Robert Altman's 
Romance, we would ponder where 
to turn next. The unswer was ob- 
viously to secure the participation 
of Sammy Davis himself. Dotan had 
seen him perform for the troops in 
the early 1970s and written the 
scene into his script. All the poten- 
tial investors agreed that if Sammy 
Davis were to appear in the film, it 
would have more “commercial 
value.” But geiting past Davis's 
high-powered personal manager 
proved impossible. 

In the end, Dotan returned to 
Israel with even less money than 
he'd come with — the million lirot 
had dwindled in numerous devalua-

tions — and richer only in his 
knowledge of film-making. 

It was another two years before 
he found the money needed to 
make the film, with a revised script 
that T also translated and a new title 
Repeat Dive. His investors were 
local: Amos Mokadi, United 
Studios of Israel and the Fund to 
Encourage Quality Cinema. But the 
budget was still so tight thal crew 
and cast all agreed to take only half 
of their salnries, “investing™ the 
other half in the film. 


WE ALL HELD our breath when 
Dotan was asked to open the Israel 
Film Festival in New York with 
Repeat Dive, Fortunately, it was 50 
well-received that all five screenings 
paves to full houses. ‘Shimon 

olan is ἃ first-rule filmmaker wad 
al the age of 32 one of the youngest 
directors in this festival,” Channel 
Five's film critic told millions of TV 
viewers. “His full-length feature 
kicked off last night's premier to a 
standing-room-only crowd which 
enthusiastically greeted his film, 
one which deserved every bit of 
praise it received." 

The success of the film in New 
York was matched only by its recep- 


tion at Berlin's Festival last month. 

“Because the movie was 
scheduled to be shown only on the 
next to the last day of the festival, 
we arranged to have several small: 
screenings for buyers," said Dotan, 
“That was important because we 
ended up selling the film to Scan- 
dinavia and Holland and are now in 
the final stages of negotiation with 
Germany, Britain, the U.S. and 
Japan. Even Egypt and Yugoslavia 
have shown interest. 

“tL never realized before that how 
a film is received at such festivals 
also depends very much on inter- 
national politics. Because Repeat 
Dive deuis with the problem of 
\sraet's existence, it became very 
controversial, and the question of 
whether or not it was a ‘militaristic’ 
film was debated mure than ils 
iesthetic und artistic qualities," said 
Dotan, 

He returned home with a file 
of excellent reviews, some of which 
described his film as one of the high 
points of a festival that also in- 
cluded entries by such directors as 
Fassbinder and Sidney Pollack. 

What he has to wait for now is the 
reaction of local audiences and 
critics. 


WE KNOW THAT in many of the 
country's newer towns such as 
Dimona, Kiryat Shmona and 
Ashdod, musical pioneers dedicated 
to crealing a cultural life are doing 
heroic work teaching, preaching 
and fighting for recognition. But it 
will probably come as a surprise to 
many people that an old-established 
town like Herzliya is only just begin- 
ning the good work.

WHILE !TS symphony or- 
chestra is constantly bedevilled 
by problems, Haifa can boast of a 


thriving body that, since the early 
years of the State, has provided 
thousands of its young citizens with 
an opportunity of making music. 
Our music correspondent in Haifa, 
Esther Reuter, reports: 


At the beginning of this month, 
the Haifa Youth Orchestras 
celebrated their 30th anniversary 
with a week of recitals and chamber 
music concerts, ending on March 6 
with a multi-media concert at the 
Haifa Auditorium. There was also 
an exhibition arranged by members 
as well as a gathering of ex- 
members. 


Nowadays, the municipality's 
music department is run by the 
Israel Company for Exhibitions, 
Fairs, Festivals and Public Events.

Just before Independence Day, 
1951, a group of {4 young players 
banded together under a member of

A 
year later, Yehuda Avron 
(Abrahamson) became the.groyp's 
first conductor and director, and tor 
18 years worked hard to promote 
the band and the achievement of its 
educational goals. Through Max 
and Fanny Targ, instruments were 
acquired from Amli — Americans 
for a Music Library in Israel. 

ἴῃ 1966, Eliezer Ha’hitti, a violin 
teacher, formed a ‘symphony 
orchestra, and later became direc- 
tor and conductor of the whole 
body. 

Since 1974, the Youth Symphony 
Orchestra has given series of con- 
certs at the Haifa Auditorium, Beit 
Abba Khoushy and Beit Nagler in 
Kiryat Haim. In 1975 and 1977, it 
took part in the Youth Music 


Festival in Vienna, and ‘jin, 


1980 performed in several cities in 
Austria and in Germany. And of 
course, it takes part in the 
municipality's official celebrations.

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Eyebrows 
raised at 
Bezalel

THE recent announcement by the 
Bezalel Academy that its Fine Arts 
Department will, in the coming 
academic year, be headed by a non- 
artist, Dr, Nurith Kenagn of Tel 
Aviv University, raised eyebrows in- 
side and outside the school. The ap- 
polntment of a non-artist sets a 
precedent at a time when the 
Bezalel is being accused of letting 


the Art Teachers Training College: 


at Ramat Hasharon snatch the lead 
as the country’s most eminent 
producer of original young artists, 

There are other precedents too: 
in all its 75 years the department 
has never before been headed by a 
woman — or 2 Sabra, For over two 
decades the department was headed 
by yekkes, refugee-painters from 
Hitler's Germany. The last two 
professors, John’ Bylé ‘and ‘incum- 
bent Oswald Romberg, were from 
North and South America respec- 
tively (Romberg is taking up an ap- 
pointment us Visiting Professor at 
the University of Delaware). 

Kenaan, 44, is an art historian, 
who has specialised in Renaissance 
studies and the history of the 
Church; she obtained her doctorate 
at Basel and later worked ut the 
Basel Museum, which bousts a fine 
collection of modern urt, as well us 
leaching at the urt department of 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia in Los Angeles, She has Jectured 
at Hebrew University and later 
hended the art history department 
of the University of Tel Aviv, where 
she is now εἰ member of the Senate. 
She has published a book on the 
figure of Mary Magdalene in 
Renaissance art, Before her 
Nomination went to the Bezalel's 
Senate it secured the approval of a 
majority of the department's 
teachers. 


Reactions to Kenann's appoint- 
ment have been sharply divided. 
Some see the appointment of a 
Renaissance scholar as an 
anachronism. Others say that the 
department should not be headed 
by n powerful artist figure who over- 
influences students, -pointing tothe. 
parroting of styles at the Art 
Teachers College; and that Kenaan 
may bring some needed order ἱπίο᾽ 
the adminstration of the depart- 
ment, while giving the students ἃ 
useful education in art history. 

The sceptics point to another po3- _ 
siblility: that the Director “of the 
Academy, Ran Shechori, who has 
recently been made a Professor of 
Art as well, will now be in a position 
to exert direct influence over the 
department, again setting a prece- 
dent. Shechori, a painter who often 
works with photographs, was 
formerly director of the Art 
Teachers College. i Β

Canetti, the wandering recluse 


EVER since Elias Canetti was 
awarded the Nobel Prize for 
Literature some months back, 
various institutes and agencies in 
Israel reportedly having been mak- 
ing discreet inquiries about arrang- 
ing a visit by the Bulgarian-born 
author to the Jewish State. All such 
invitations, however, so far have 
been politely but firmly rebuffed. 

Not that Canetti has anything in 
particular against visiting Israel. 
The fact is that since receiving the 
Nobel Prize, the author has gone 
into seclusion, declining to be inter- 
viewed and turning down all invita- 
tions to travel, to lecture, or to at- 
tend seminars in his honour. : 

Indeed, at this writing the 
whereabouts of the latest Nobel 
laureate are unknown. His 
publisher reported immediately 
after the announcement of the 
award that Canetti was purposely 
dropping out of sight, because of his 
“profound distaste for personality 
cults.” 

Everything | have to say is in my 
book,” thé-77-yeur-old-weiter was 
quoted as remarking. The reclusive 
author has managed to avoid the 
press ever since. 

Many people in Israet feel this is 
rather a pity, for they maintain that 
Canetti would be doubly welcomed 
on a visit. Canetti's personal as- 
sociations with Franz Katka and 
other Eurapean-Jewish writers, as 
well as his psychological studies of 
fascism, have tong made him a 
significant figure among students of 
European-Jewish literature and of 
the Holocaust. 


CANETTI is αὶ Sephurdi Jew — the 
first in fact to be awarded the 
Nobel Prize in letters — but he is 
also very much the Wandering Jew. 

Born in Rustchuk, Bulgaria, and 
descended from Turkish Jews, 
Canetti was taken as a child of six to 
England. The family remained in 
Manchester until the father's sud- 
den death just before World War I. 
The young widow then took the boy 
fo Vienna, where he adopted yet 
another (after Ladino, Bulgarian 
and English). German in fact was to 
become the youth's mother tongue 
of choice. Even though he would 
also live in Switzerland and France 
and eventually make his home in 


London, Canetti chose to write

The_anthor-describes these tur- 
-biilént formative years in his loving- 
ly crafted autobiography, The 
Tongue Set Free. There the writer 
devotes much attention to his rather 
exotic beginnings — his patriarchal 
Turkish forbears, the remote,

quaintly pre-industrial life on the 
Bulgarian side of the Danube where 
wolves are a real threat in winter, 
the wrenching move to what for the 
boy was the equally exotic town of 
Manchester, the sudden loss of his 
loving father, and the intellectual 
nourishment given by his doting 
but strong-willed mother. The book 
ends with the young student's first 
brush with anti-Semitism and his 
determination to strike off on his 
own. 


Equal attention is given in the 
autobiography lo the interiur lite, 
lor The Tongue Set Free, as the title 
Suggests, 18 very much an imelice- 
tual biography, the--story--ol the 
development of an artistic sen- 
sibility, Al an early age, the young 
Elias discovers books, and ever 
after is a traveller in the realms of 
the imagination. Urged at various 
times to enter business, to study 
medicine, or even to become a 
writer, the youth insists he will "be 
an explorer, to go to the ends of the 
earth where no one else has gone 
before,” 

Canetti did became an explorer. 
He would travel reatlessly for much 
of his life (one of his finest travel 
books is Voices of Marrakesh, where 
he spends time with the ‘luminous 
old. andt Jews" of the North 
African meliah); but his true explor- 
ing, like that of his contemporaries 
Freud and Kafka, was to be of the 
mind. © 

The writer pursued these explora- 
tions both in fiction and in non- 
fiction. His chief artistic excursion 
was in hia novel Auto da Fé, original- 


ly published in German in 1935. 
This is a mad and occasionally mad- 
cap nightmare of a story about a 
scholar who lives for books and is 
assaulted on all sides by a grasping, 
non-intellectual wife and the brutish 
caretaker of their apartment 
building. 

With its surrealistic structure, se- 
quence blends into sequence so that 
actual events interweave with the 
imaginings of the professor's 
overworked mind. But through the 
warp and woof of the story 8 clear 
theme is exposed: that tiving the 
lofiy life of the intellectual is as 
dangerous as turning society over to 
the human beasts. 

Many have wondered what kind 
of artistic response Kalka, had he 
lived beyond 1924, might have made 
to the Nazis. wo da Fé might just 
have been such a book. Cunetti's 
tale, replete with its visions of book 
burnings and philosophical thug- 
gery set in a miliew of high German 
culture, was a prophetic picture of 
the fascism that was soon to sweep 
Europe. 

Having earned his doctorate in 
philosophy at the University of 
Vienna, Cunciti Med that city for 
London just alter the rise of Hitler. 
Al the end of tre wur be began 
writing his major nen-liction work, 
the sociological and psychological 
study culled Crowds and Power 
which was pubhshed tn English 20 
years agy. Although nut intended 
for the layman, the book gives an in- 
cisive analysis of the dynamics thal 
motivate mass behaviour, the sort of 
icrational herd mentality that al- 
lowed fascism tu be embraced in so 
many parts of Europe in the last 
generation. 

Cited by the Nobel Prize commit- 
tee for his “broad outlook, wealth 
of ideas and artistic power," Canetti 
has also been praised for his 
“special relevance to the generation 
that experienced National 
Sociatism’s brutal power politics,” 
Such politics are hardly a thing of 
the past, and Canetti's insights and 
prophecies are as valid and as 
urgent today as they were when he 
first penned them, 

As Elias Canetti tells us in his 
autobiography, the biblical 
prophets held a special fascination 
for the young Sephardi Jew, and the 
protagonist-profeasor in his novel 
agonizes over the neglect of the 
coming generations. Says the 
professor: “The future, the future, 
how was he ever to get into the 
future? Ah, if only the present could 
be crossed out! The sorrows of the 
world are because we live too liltle 


-in the future."

Giant building firm taken over

A gigantic construction con- 
glomerate was created last week as 
the country's largest public building 
company, the Histadrut labour 
federation's Solel Boneh, bought a 
65-per-cent controlling interest in 
the country's largest private 
building firm, Zecharia Drucker. 

Drucker, which employs 2,500 
people, has been in a shaky finan- 
cial situation for the past year, Solel 
Boneh chairman Shraga Rotman 
reassured Drucker's clients and 
creditors that all commitments 
made by the firm will be honoured. 

The deal was approved last week 
by the Histadrut’s holding com- 
pany, Hevrat Ovdim, despite some 
internal opposition. 

Solel Boneh, with more than 18, 
000 workers and contracts here and 
abroad totalling IS13.9 billion this 
year, put $13m. into Drucker's cam- 
pany, valued for the purposes of the 
deal at $2!m. Rotman will be 
chairman of the new company and 
Drucker will be general mannger. 

The Drucker company, founded 
in 1968, expanded rapidly over the 
last 10 years, but recently became 
burdened with about 700 unsold 
flats, including many built for the 
Housing Ministry. The ministry had 
extended special aid to Drucker 
over the past few months and banks 
huve bought some of his holdings, 


but this was apparently not enough 
to pull him out of his financial dif- 
ficulties, 

Drucker's problems were brought 
on mainly by the slump in the hous- 
ing market that began last year and 
still shows no signs of abating. 

One of the factors that made 
Drucker an attractive prospect for 
Solel Bonch was apparently its con- 
tracts for future work, including the 
Hyatt Hotel to be built in 
Jerusalem. 

The Drucker company, which has 
several subsidiaries including a pre- 
cast concrete firm and also holds in- 
terests in hotels and trade, was 
found to be basically sound by a 
team of Solel Boneh experts who in- 
vestigated the company's financial 
situation.

An attempt by the Housing 
Ministry to block the Sole! Boneh- 
Drucker deal fizzled out when it 
became apparent that it was not 
legally practical to do so. 

The Housing Minister David 
Levy attacked Solel Boneh last 
week for “unfairly pressuring 
Drucker to sign the dgreement 
when he was hospitalized.” Levy 
claimed that there ‘was no 
economic reason for Drucker lo be 
swallowed up.” 

Drucker, however, told a 
reporter yesterday on the Army 
Radio that he is satisfied with the 
deal, which allows his company to 
continue operating as an indepen- 
dent firm, He said he had not been 
under any pressure from Hevrat Ov- 
dim, the Histadrut holding com- 
pany. 

Senior ministry officials said that 
the financial aid extended to 
Drucker by the ministry had been 
ineffective because much of it was 
needed to meet his obligations to 
the banks, instead of financing 
building operations,

‘Levy's charges about unfair pres- 
sure, and said that-the negotiations 
with Drucker were conducted free- 
ly and on a businesslike basis. It also 
rejected insinuations that the deal 
was politically motivated to 
sirengthen the Histadrut at the ex- 
pense of the private sector.

AT LONG LAST, the truth is out. The experimental energy machine 
of which Ya*acov Meridor is the godfather, is revealed to have areal- 
life father, too. His cover is blown, the man is shown to be one Danny 
Bermun, a convicted swindler. 

_ True, the inventor's past need not by itself determine the future of 
his invention, assuming it has a future. Saving energy is a worthwhile 
cause and any contribution, no matter how paltry, should be 
welcome, But it is a safe bet that Mr. Berman's device — which until 
now has been widely referred to as Mr. Meridor's invention — will 
now be approached by all and aundry with a slightly greater measure 
of scepticism than before. 

Where does this, however, leave Mr, Meridor? Most likely Mr. 
Meridor was himself originally hoodwinked by Mr, Berman into 
thinking him a bona fide scientist with a momentous innovation, of 
the order of the wheel, on his hands. That could easily have led Mr. 
Meridor into those excesses of enthusiasm, on the eve of last year's 
election, which he now deplores.

THE INTRODUCTION of a civilian administration in the West

Not surprisingly, the May 1977 elec- 
tion and its sequel in 1981 pulled the 
tug out from under them: lifelong 
cherished premises fell apart. 

In a very real sense, the political 


triumph and continued ascension of 
Begin and the Herut party usher in 
a revolution both within and 
without Israel. Its emerging conse- 
quences are hardest to digest for 
ones like Hertzberg who are now 
realizing that what had once been 
“their” mainstream of Zionism has 
now fallen irrevocably into the 
hands of those they once con- 
demned as beyond the pale of 
responsibility. 

What troubles them even more 
profoundly is that the majority in 
‘Israe! is in full sympathy with the 
political directions evolving in that 
‘country, And, though Hertzberg 
vehemently denies it, there does ex- 
ist an inchoate but untapped grass- 
root American Jewish support.

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A missing page from the Aleppo Codex — the oldest known manuscript 
of the entire Bible — has been recently discovered and identified by the 
Hebrew University National Library. The page, from Chronicles I, is 
one of some 200 of the original 800-page codex lost In 1948 in antl- 
Jewlsh disturbances in Syrin. The bulk of the codex - some 600 pages — 
was saved by Rabbi Moshe Tawi! and was smuggled to Israel In 1958 by 


Mordechai Ben Ezra Faham. The 


Aleppo Codex was written around 


900 C.E. in ‘Tiberias by Rabbi Abaron Ben-Asher. The manuscript was 
moved tu Jerusalem and, after the clty's capture by the Seljuks, was 
moved to Calro in the 11th century. The codex later reached Aleppo. 
where it became the main treasure of the town’s Jewish community.
